London, Sept. 1. — Diplon.ntic circles 
in London are of the opinion that signs 
that discernable that tho tension will 
soon be relaxed and that the jealousies 
will be so allayed that the powers will 
be enabled, in conjunction with the re- 
formers nnd viceroys of the southern, 
provinces, to devise n scheme for the con- 
stituting of a government in China in 
conformity of the will of the people and 
of the authorities of China. They em- 
phasize the necessity of taking the ad- 
vice of the great Yangtse viceroys, 
whose attitude during the present crisis 
has shown there are men in China who 
can govern when free from the influence 
of the Mnnchu clique, and who, it is. 
thought, would gladly aid the powers 
in the re-establishment of the govern- 
ment, perhaps of deposing tho Dowu.;er 
Empress and reinstalling the Emperor. 
Of course, it is realized that many ugly 
snags are liable to still disturb the 
smoothness -if the current, but the opin- 
ion in the best informed circes appears 
to be that the latest developments have 
materially cleared the course. This opin- 
ion is shared by Mr. John W. Bookwnl- 
ter, who is the author of recent books 
on Siberian nnd Asiatic problems and 
who, previous to his departure for the 
continent to-day, drew attention to the 
practical fulfillment of his prediction on 
the subject of Itussiun action. 

"The Washington government," said 
Mr. Bookwnlter, "is taking exactly the 
right stand, though certain circles in 
England will exert every effort to dis- 
countennnce the Ttusso-Ameriean reap- 
proachment. Forty dollars of Chinese 
trade is worth more to the United States 
than fifty square miles of territory, ana 
if the United Stntes continues friendly 
with Bussi.'i she can obtain some com- 
merce -which otherwise might easily be 
thrown to ' Germany. I believe that 
when England comes to understand that 
the Cznr means to protect the autonomy 
of the central Chinese kingdom, she will 
also see her way to heartily join witli 
Russia, for Englnnd must remember that 
the Trans-Caspian railway puts a Cos- 
sack army at the doors of India as, well 
as at Vladivostock." 

In the midst of turmoil Lord Salis- 
bury rests calm, confident and wary in 
the German mountain village of Schlucht 
(a health resort in the Vosges, ten 
miles from the nearest railway station, 
but the end of a wire to Downing 
Street British foreign office). It is ex- 
plained thnt one of Lord Salisbury's rea- 
sons for going into perfect solitude was 
to be able to work without fretting in- 
terruptions from cabinet ministers ami 
others whose rnnk made it simply im- 
possible for the prime minister to always 
escape them. 

Lord Salisbury had a long interview 
with the French minister of the colonies, 
M. Do Crnis, and the announcement' 
that the French minister of foreign af- 
fairs, M. Deleasse, will shortly visit the- 
British premier is taken here to mean' 
that the Intter is improving the rela- 
tions between France nnd Great Britain,, 
which, judging from the newspapers, cer- 
tainly need improving, for dark rumors 
of possible war between France and 
Great Britain are curiously persistent.

Loudon, Sept. 2— (4:25 a.m.)— The con- 
tinued absence of news from I'eliin, the 
latest despatches from the Chinese capit- 
al being now ten days old, is arousing 
nouie anxiety, but an the country between 
Pekin and the coast is known _ to be 
swarming with armed bands of Boxers, 
it is not surprising that couriers are not 
able to reach Tien Tsiu. 

Shanghai reports are to the effect that 
heavy French reinforcements are laud 
iug at Taku. Li Hung Chang, it is stat 
od, has told a diplomatist that Russia, 
considering the mission to Pekin ac- 
complished, has agreed to request the 
powers to follow her example and with- 
draw their ministers and troops. The 
French consul, however, declares that 
such a request to France is entirely im- 
probable. 

A special despatch from Berlin says it 
is reported that Germany has rejected 
the Russian proposals for the withdrawal 
of the troops, and has made a counter 
proposal that Russia shall retire, leaving 
the other powers to follow their own 
course. 

According to a news agency report, 
there is not much doubt in Loudon of- 
ficial circles as to the attitude of Lug- 
laud. It is pointed out that the withdraw- 
al from Pekin at the present moment 
without a definite understanding with the 
Chinese government would be simply 
courting a recurrence of current events. 
No undertaking by Li Hung Chang 
would compensate the ditllculties of fur- 
ther negotiations from the coast. Un- 
til the powers receive direct communica- 
tion Irom the Chinese government, Eng- 
land is not prepared to withdraw her 
troops. It is announced that the embas- 
sy has forwarded to the foreign oUlce a 
circular containing the proposal for the 
withdrawal of the allies from Pekin. 

Washington, Sept. 1.— The entire 
course of negotiations on the Chinese 
situation is now dependent upon the re- 
sponse of the powers to the Russo-Anl- 
■erieun proposals. It was stated authori- 
tatively at the close of ollicial hours to- 
day'that no answers has been received 
from any source, other than those of a 
preliminary and inconclusive character 
heretofore announced. Moreover, it is 
stated by responsible administration of- 
ficials that not until the last answer is 
received will the negotiations assume 
any definite form, as the last answer 
may prove to be the dissent from any 
"international accord towards which all 
efforts are now bending. Much interest 
was aroused to-day by the despatch from 
.St. Petersburg, giving the full text of 
the Russian proposal, as it cleared up 
some discrepancies which had existed 
owing to the oral nature of the e-om- 
niunicatiou made to this government by 
the Russian charge. By far the most 
important correction it makes is in dis- 
closing that Russia has not ordered her 
troops withdrawn from China, but that 
she intends to recall M. De Giers and his 
staff to Tien Tsin, whither they will be 
accompanied by the Russian troops. In 
short, Russia has not announced her 
purpose to withdraw from China, but 
only to withdraw from Pekiu. As the 
negotiations progress the view is 
streughtened among otlh-inls that the 
Russo-"American plat) of withdrawing 
•from Pekin ultimately will be concur- 
red in by all of the powers. 

Paris, Sept. 1.— The Chinese situation 
as viewed in Paris has assumed a bright- 
er prospect. The practical unanimity of 
the United States, Russia, France and 
Japan in a desire to maintain the integ- 
rity of the empire is regarded as set- 
tling any question of the partition ne- 
gatively. England"* position is undoubt- 
edly as strongly favorable to the forego- 
ing policy as is that of any power men- 
tioned, but it is more pleasing to France j 
that bonds of accord should be shown be- I 
tweon the United States, Prance and 
Russia, and that these nations should 
appear to be the controlling influence to- I ^ 
-ward peace. The United States proposi- 
tion to accept Li Hung Chang as a go- 
between in the negotiations is well re- 
ceived here, although it still desired 
that he produce tangible evidence that he 
is acting for the central power. In fact, 
France is ready to treat with anv pleni- 
potentiary able to furnish proper "creden- 
tials. 

Russia's proposal to withdraw the 
troops from l'eltin coincides with the 
feeling entertained in Paris in favor of 
a conciliatory policy. The acceptance of 
these two propositions by all the powers 
is considered an important step toward 
a satisfactory solution and one which 
will avoid causing a convulsion within 
China, and will minimize the danger of 
•conflict among the powers. Germany 
and Italy form a doubtful factor in the 
present change of views, bu! it is thought 
the weight of the pacific influence of oth- 
er nations will bear down any bellicose 
intentions on their part in the scales of 
European policy.

Vlack Foiitein, Aug. 31.— Reports re- 
ceived here show that the Boers are dis- 
heartened. Cell. Botha, before his 
flight, replied to the burghers, reminding 
them of their promise to make a last 
stand at Maehadodorp, but they would 
not light again, running away out of 
shame, 

London, Sept. 1.— A Queenstown des- 
patch, dated yesterday, describes drama- 
tically the capture of General Olivier 
during the Boer attack on Winhurg. 

Fight Queenstown volunteers made n 
sortie from the town and took up a posi- 
tion in a donga through which the road j To His Excellency th 
passed, and behind the Boer position. As 

the Beers retired through the donga in j 



single tile they were held up one by 
one and put under the. charge of a couple 
of men, out of sight, until the colonials 
captured 28, including Olivier and three 
siois. As two hundred Boers were fol- 
lowing behind in close order, the colon 
ials began hard volley tiring, with the 
result that they killed six Boers and 
frightened off the others, who had no 
idea of the actual number in the donga. 

Ottawa, Sept. 1.— Colonel Otter in a 
letter to the militia department to-day 
says he was asked by Lord Roberts how 
many men of the regiment would like to 
go home by way of England to be in- 
spected by Her Majesty along with oth- 
er colonial representatives, and replied 
that at least (150 would prefer to do so. 

'Hie review will be for the presentation 
of banners, and Colonel Otter has hopes 
his request will be granted. 

Writing on July 20 from Springs, near 
Johannesburg, he says that fully 140 
men who were on the sick list had joined 
I he regiment. Colonel Otter's pnjstde 
state shows 050 of all ranks at head- 
quarters on duly 20. Out of -l"> officers 
who went from Canada, two have been 
killed or died of wounds, two have been 
transferred ami four invalided to Eng- 
land. There were 83f> of the men in 
South Africa. :!T had been either killed 
or died of wounds, 20 were dead of dis- 
ease. 12 had been transferred and 10S 
invalided to England. 

Among the invalided Canadians who 
arrived last night by the Tunisian are 
the following British Columbians: Pte. 
W. II. Brooking. .Vow Westminster. 
Sixth Regiment: Pte. C. W. (iambic. 
Victoria. Fifth Regiment, C. A.: Pte. 
W. S. Mackie, Vancouver, Sixth Regi- 
ment. Brooking was wounded in the 
knee at. th,. battle at Paardeberg and 
was shortly afterwards stricken with 
enteric fever. fie is still lame from 
the effects of the wound. Ho and all 
other invalids who arrived on the Tuni- 
sian speak in high terms of treatment 
accorded them in the hospitals ill South 
Africa and England, and also of their 
treatment while on the steamer home- 
ward. 



On rising to reply, His Excellency was 
greeted with tremendous applause. Af- 
ter expressing the great gratification 
which he and the Countess of Minto felt 
at the cordiality of the reception accord- 
ed them. His Excellency explained that 
though this was his first otlicial visit to 
Victoria, he had had an opportunity lo 
years ago of familiarizing himself with 
Canada and Canadian institutions. He 
wus impressed, as he was sure also were 
all present, with the glorious character of 
British institutions. The British flag 
floated over a free and united people, ami 
here in this faraway corner of the Em- 
pire it was reassuring to find that there 
was proper appreciation of what it meant 
to live under what is the best form of 
government on earth. All were pround, 
and justly proud, of Ureat Britain's great 
position among the nations of the earth; 
ami it was also a matter of pride to them 
anil, to himself, who knew Canada's sons 
had given recently practical evidence of 
their lovalty and patriotism on the far- 
awav Blinds of South Africa. tCreat ap- 
plause.) He sincerely hoped that the end 
of a hard-fought campaign was in sight 
but whatever happened, the Queen's sub 
jects who from all ranks of the Empiri 
were serving here in South Africa would 
return impressed that all the colonies 
were drawn by recent evnts into a per- 
fect and insoluble union 

Since visiting Canada 15 years ago, he 
had noticed on all sides evidences of 
great ■progress. His visit to the Yukon 
had been a perfect revelation to him. On 
all sides there were evidences of marvel- 
lous progress and development. He re- 
gretted very much that circumstances 
would not permit of his making a longer 
stay in British Columbia, but the Coun- 
tess of Minto and himself would carry- 
back with them to Ottawa none but the. 
dearest memories of Western Canadian 
patriotism and hospitality. 

Great applause greeted His Excellency 
as ho resumed his seat, the band playing 
"Thi- Maple Leaf Forever." Mrs. Jauion 
then sang in excellent voice "Flowers of 
the Forest," after which L. (i. McQuude, 
vice-president of the board of trade, and 
F. (J. Elworthy, secretary, were invited 
to the platform. 

BOARD OF TRADE ADDRESS. 
Mr. McQuadc, addressing His Excel- 
lency, said: "Your Excellency, on be- 
half of the British Columbia Board of 
Trade, 1 beg to extend to Your Excellen- 
cies our greeting on this visit to our city. 
1 regret that the president is unavoidably 
prevented from being present, and I shall 
now call upon the secretary to read the 
address." 

Secretary Elworthy then read the fol- 
lowing address:

We iieg lo lender to Your Excellency 
and to Lady Minto a most cordial wel- 
come to the capital of this the most 
western province of the Dominion, and 
to assure you of the genuine gratification 
and pleasure which your visit affords us. 

Your Excellency's visit occasions us the 
greater sa ristiea t ion from the knowledge 
that the intimacy with the conditions of 
other parts of Canada which Your Ex- 
cellency acquired in previous years, and 
while serving with Her Majesty's forces 
in the Northwest, will, in the High Ofllce 
you now occupy, lend a keener interest 
to your personal ol)servntion of the limit- 
less resources and attractions of British 
Columbia and its rightful claim to that 
attention which shall place it in the fore- 
most rank as an integral part of the 
I ioininion. 

It is particularly gratifying to this 
Board that Your Excellency proposes to 
visit the northern limits "of British Col- 
umbia and to personally become familiar 
with the conditions prevailing there. 

As the volume of northern trade ex- 
tends with the opening up of the Atlin 
atol Yukon country, the urgency of an 
early adjustment of the Alaska Bound- 
ary Question is impressed more and more 
forcibly on this Board. 

This Board observes with pleasure that 
the importance of this subject in relation 
to the trade of the Dominion was recog- 
nized at the Congress of Chambers of 
Commerce of the Empire held in London 
in June last, and it heartily endorses the 
resolution which was unanimously passed 
by that Congress viz:

Pacific Coast to press forward a settle- 
ment of the Alaska Boundary Question; 
and this Congress while recognizing the 
endeavors of Her Majesty's Government 
to uffect an adjustment would urge the 
desirability of renewed efforts in order 
to accomplish that object." 

Pending the settlement of the Alaska 
Boundary Question, It is earnestly to bo 
desired that an all Canadian route to the 
Atlin and Yukon Districts be speedily 
inaugrated and completed. 

It. is felt that the settlement of the 
Alaska Boundary Question and the com- 
pletion of a British Pacific cable would 
mark a new era in the development o" 
the commercial interests of the Empir 
on the Pacific. 

This Board has a lively appreciation 
of the immense benefits which will ac- 
crue to this province and the Dominion 
from an extension of Canadian trade 
with South and Centra] America, Aus- 
tralia, the Pacific Islands, and the Far 
East, for which British Columbia is the 
natural outlet 

This Board is sensible of the immediate 
necessity of finding markets for our ruw 
materials, as the wealth of this province 
in base and precious metals and coal, as 
well as in lumber, and fish, is so immense 
that the prosperity of the country is de- 
pendent on the procurement of markets 
for those products, anil we anxiously look 
for further action from the Dominion 
Government in this direction. 

Although certain influences have affect- 
ed the mining industry in British Colum- 
bia during the past year and many mines 
have been closed down, it is a signal evi- 
dence of the immense mineral resource 
of the province, that the output has ex- 
ceeded that of previous years: and it is 
also gratifying to note that the returns 
of the lumbering and salmon canning in- 
dustries show a material increase. 

At the same time it is keenly felt that 
while this province contributes so largely 
to the revenues of Canada, a fair propor- 
tionate assistance has not hitherto been 
received from the Government towards 
opening up that natural wealth -which 
has been so bountifully bestowed on both 
the Island and Mainland, and in conse- 
quence not only the progress, of British 
Columbia but the whole Dominion is 
retarded.

ALSACE-LORRAINE. 

French Military Officers Not Allowed to 
Enter Under Any Consideration. 

Paris. Sept. 1.— Over six hundred 
German ofllcers have- visited the Paris 
exposition since April last without the 
slightest hindrance on the part of the 
French authorities. These officers" ap: 
peoranee evoked some hitler comment re- 
garding the difference between the treat- 
nienj, of German ofllcers visiting France 
and French ofllcers desiring to revisit 
Alsace-Lorraine. The only formality re- 
quired of the German officers is that 
they register themselves at the 1 bureau 
of the military governor of Paris. One 
Officer of very high rank and live super- 
ior ofllcers were among the visitors. The 
remainder of the 000 were majors, enp- 
telns and lieutenants. 

The Parisian press calls attention to 
the exasperating treatment of French of- 
ficers in the annexed provinces. A case 
is cited where a French ollicer was re- 
fused permission to enter Alsace-Lor- 
raine to bid farewell to his dying mother. 
A majority of such requests meet with 
refusals, and even where they are even- 
tually granted, the formalities are inter- 
minable, often rendering the permission 
unacceptable. A former major in the 
French army writes to the papers stating 
that he recently applied for authority to 
enter the Alsace-Lorraine, pointing onT 
that he was 03 years of age and had re- 
tired from the army and wished before 
he died to see his aged sister again and 
to make a pilgrimage to the graves of 
has father and mother in the cemetery at 
Colmcr. The reply he received was an 
nbrupt refusal.

VICTORIA'S WELCOME. 

Victoria may always be depended uihui 
to give the representatives of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty a cordial welcome; but 
there was a new note in the greeting 
extended to Lord and Lady Minto. Since 
the last Governor-General was received 
officially by the citizens, Canada lias come 
to occupy :i changed relation to the Kiu- 
■pire, or more properly speaking, lias risen 
to her proper position among the daugh- 
ters of the great mother of nations. Can- 
adians have asserted themselves and 
Shave been recognized, and the result is 
that the name of their country has been 
clothed -with new dignity and honor. 
This thought has a place in the mind of 
everyone in connection with every patrio- 
tic function, and if last evening there 
was somewhat more of a demonstration 
than is usual on such occasions, the rea- 
son is to be sought in the conscientious- 
ness of the new attitude of our coun- 
try. If His Excellency will carry away 
froni this westernmost city of Her Ma- 
jesty's dominion the thought that we 
are not the same Canadians whom he 
knew fifteen years ago, but a people with, 
new aspirations and a new sense of re- 
sponsibility, his visit will have n special 
value. Tn one respect alone will he find 
us the same, namely, in loyal devotion 
to the sovereign; but even this sentiment 
lias been strengthened by the test it 
lias undergone during the past eventful 
twelvemonth. 

Lord Minto has the distinction of be- 
ing the first Governor-General .to visit 
the great Northern gold fields. We an- 
ticipate that good will result from his 
journey thither. We are quite aware of 
the limitations of the powers vested in 
the vice-regal office, but we also know 
that constitutional usage permits the rep- 
reseiuative of the crown to make his 
personal views felt by his advisers. It 
is not. suggested" that lie should take an 
extreme course, but His Excellency must 
have observed many things and have ha/1 
others brought to his notice, which call 
for (he best consideration of his minis- 
ters. That he will discover how (o con- 
vey his impressions to the Premier, with- 
out trespassing upon the principles of 
responsible government, may 1». taken 
for granted. 

We are sure thai the people of Vic- 
toria hop- thai Lord and Lady Mind, 
and their family will greatly enjoy their 
stay with us. and that they may carry 
away with them such pleasant recollec- 
tions as will lead them to virdt us again.

Twice they have endeavored 
to remodel that province and twice have 
they been foiled in the attempt by the 
Senate, which took the position that no 
peace-meal scheme of redistribution 
could be put through parliament. We 
hoped that the exigencies of the Lib- 
erals in Ontario would have secured jus 
tico to this province by influencing them 
to postpone the appeal to the people un- 
til a general redistribution bill had been 
passed. In this w.e have been mistaken, 
and can only wonder why it is that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier hus been induced to 
abandon what seemed to be something 
on which he had set his heart. Does 
he see signs in the political heavens In- 
dicating that the longer the election is 
delayed the less the chance of his party 
succeeding will become? Certainly such 
a conclusion seems warranted. 

The Colonist lias endeavored to regard 
federal politics from a somewhat differ- 
ent standpoint to that which obtains in 
the East. We have felt that situ- 
ated as British Columbia is, the 
patriotic duly of a Conservative pa- 
per should lead it to avoid bitter 
partisanship, to give credit to the 
opposite party, when it could be 
justly claimed, and to press for those 
things to which the province seemed 
entitled. So now, in entering upon the 
election campaign, it is not intended to 
conduct it with bitterness. Wo shall 
endeavor to deal with principles, and 
with acts of administration, and espe- 
cially with those which directly concern 
British Columbia. Erom this standpoint 
what appeals to us. the most strongly as 
affording a reason why the Liberal party 
is not entitled to the supporc of the peo- 
ple of this province is its neglect of the 
West. The Laurier government seems 
to have failed utterly to grasp the situa 
tion of things on the Pacific Coast and 
to shape its administration and legisla- 
tion accordingly. 'Jims for years th 
people of this province have been beg 
ging for something to be done that will 
enable our cities and Canada generally 
to fully profit by the exploitation of the 
northern gold fields, but they have been 
asking in vain. For years they have 
sought for Cabinet representation, but 
their requests have been treated with 
Indifference. They have petitioned in 
vain for something like adequate protec- 
tion against Oriental immigration, hut 
have been given only a faint pretence 
of it. We need not in this article spe- 
cify anything further, except to say that 
uiioa the loii of all this and much mot 
neglect of the interests of this province 
there conies an election held under coi 
ditious which render the adequate an 
equitable representation of the provini 
impossible. There can be no answer t 
these propositions and they are such as 
come directly home to our people. Th 
are matters of a class which ought to 
and will influence votes. There is noth 
hig personal about them. They do not 
touch the time-worn issues about which 
politicians on both sides in the East so 
much concern themselves. They appeal 
to every voter no matter to what party 
In- may belong. The Colonist confesses 
that it is inclined to look at every (pies 
lion from a British Columbia standpoint. 
We try to base our opinion upon our best 
understanding of how the interests of 
this province will be affected. While not 
without a due appreciation of the duty 
which every Canadian owes to Canada, 
and a thorough sense of our obligation 
as a part of the Empire, we nevertheless 
regard our first duty as .due 
ourselves as British Columbians, It 
is all the more important to tak< 
such a position, because in the East 
politics are to n great extent con- 
ducted upon provincial lines. What 
Quebec wants or can gel is the 
key-note of Quebec politics. The Mari 
time Provinces regard every subject from 
a local point of view, and Ontario 
imagines itself to be the whole Confed- 
eration. 

Under these circumstances it becomes 
the duty of the West, and especially of 
British Columbia, to assert itself on "the 
Moors of parliament as a unit. To ac- 
complish such a result we must beep 
British Columbian questions and inter- 
ests to the front in every campaign, anil 
it is for this reason, among others, that 
we regard the strength of the Conserva- 
tive parly in ibis province to lip in the 
fact that our interests have not been 
properly appreciated by the party now 

in power. 



ZIONISM. 

Th.' Zionists have lately held a eonven 
ti"ii in London. This organization must 
not be confounded with the Kionites. The 
latter nave no connection with the .Tew'sh 
race, w hile tin- former is intended to pri 
par' the way lor the return of the Jews 
to Palestine. It has been in existence 
for several years. At first it received 
very little consideration from the lenders 
of the Jewish people, and at present it 
is discountenanced by many of the rich- 
est; but it in growing apace and seomn 
likely to take a shape very soon that will 
he productive of profound results, 

The aim of the Zionists is to re-estab- 
lish the Jews in their former home, not 
us an independent nation, but as sub- 
jects of the Sultan. If they entertain 
any hope that they will ultimately 
achieve autonomy, they are careful to 
conceal .it An application has already 
been made to the Sublime Porte for per- 
mission to settle in the country, and the 
statement is made that the Sultan is 
ready to grant it. Only permission is 
asked. No concessions of- any kind are 
desired, but on the other hand, the Zion- 
ists propose to agree to pay any reason- 
able tribute that may be demanded of 
(hem. Their present idea in to establish 
farming communities. It is claimed thiitj 



the ancient Jewish nation were more pro- 
ficient in agriculture than any other, 
and that among their literature are 
books of the greatest value in connection 
with this industry. Subscriptions are be- 
ing received from all parts of the world, 
and the more enthusiastic Zionists be- 
lieve the time to be dose at hand when 
they 'will return to the ancient home of 
their race after a banishment of ecu 
turies. 

While, as has been said, no claim is 
now made that an independent nation, 
ality will be set up, the Jewish race is 
nothing if not fartseoing, and if ''they do 
not cherish the thought that at no very 
distant day the rule of the Sultan will 
bo broken and new political conditions 
be established in Eastern Asia, they are 
unique in their views. When this event 
takes place, it will certainly be an excel- 
lent thing for the world if a civilized and 
progressive race occupies the half-way 
point between Western Europe and the 
Orient. 

It is claimed for the Jews that what- 
ever may be said about them, they can- 
not be charged with a desire to proselyt- 
ize, and therefore they will not be like- 
ly to come into collision with their pos- 
sible Mohammedan rulers. They say that 
the only reason why the Armenians have 
been in so much trouble is their intol- 
erance of any other notions in regard 
to religion than those which go to make 
up the extraordinary species of Christi- 
anity which they profess. The .Tew, 
however, is content to live on good terms 
with the professors of any creed. All 
be asks is permission to make his living 
as best he can. 

To those who believe in the literal ful- 
filment of the Jewish prophecies, the 
Zionist movement must be fall of inter- 
est. Cor centuries a large element in 
the Christian world has been lookill 
forward to the time when I lie dispersed 
descendents of the tribes of Judah and 
Benjamin would be restored to the land 
out of which they were driven by the 
[tomans. This event was to occur "in 
the last days." Contemporary with it. 
or nearly so, the return of Christ to 
earth was looked for. Many anticipa- 
tions in regard to the Millennium are as- 
sociated with such an event. Hence if 
Zionism proves successful, the whole 
Christian world will have a new sensa 
tion, and one that cannot fail to have r 
very profound effect upon the church 
Hut. dismissing all question of a religious 
nature and looking at the movement 
from a purely historical standpoint, there 
is nothing in history ami there never was 
anything, resembling this movement 
The Jewish race is one of the most an 
cicnt and homogeneous in the world. \V( 
do not know how it compares with tin 
Chinese or some of the other races of 
the Orient in this respect, for there is a 
lack of data on the subject; but it is. 
we think, demonstrable that among Oi 
cidental peoples the Jews easily bear th 
palm for antiquity. They can certainly 
claim a history as a people for forty cen- 
turies. This race, which came out of 
Egypt and conquered Palestine, has been 
dispersed over all the world. The dis 
[torsion began at tin' time of the Baby 
Ion is h captivity, after which it is gen 
orally understood that the descendants 
of ten of the tribes disappeared from th 
ken of the historian. The two other 
trib",; returned to Palestine, where they 
remained until Jerusalem was destroyed 
in A.I). 00. Since then they have been 
scattered everywhere. 'They are sup 
posed to number between 10.<XK),000 and 
15,000,000, but it is of course impossible 
to be at all accurate on the point. W 
are sure that there is no other historical 
instance like this where u race, scattered 
in all parts of the globe Tor over eighteen 
hundred years, ban preserved its individu 
ality, and after so great a lapse of time 
contemplates returning to its original 
home. This of itself lends an interest to 
the Zionists movement that can scarcely 
be excelled. The movement will also 
stimulate a genuine inquiry as to the fate 
of the other tribes. There has been much 
speculation on this point, but it has hard 
ly yet reached the stage of historical in- 
vestigation.

Last night the military forces of the 
province, both reguiar and volunteer, bo- 
gnn to mobilize around Esquimalt. This ■ 
movement, taking: the place! as it does ; 
of the June militia camp in Eastern Can- 1 
ada, affords not only a means of ascer- | 
taiaing, comparatively speaking, the' 
standard of efficiency acquired by the 
various corps, but enables in the case of 
the militia at least both officers and men 
to appreciate more definitely the need 
and purpose of their many hours of drill 
and instruction, in which "right turns" 
may so easily through very monotony 
become "left." As is the case of the 
regiments of the other cities of Canada, 
this out-door training is limited to a 
couple of days or so under canvass, only 
the rural corps as a rule having sufficient I 
time to spend the full twelve days in 1 
camp. - I 

The present gathering, while lasting 
over to-day and to-morrow, is to be dis- 
tinguished from more ordinary drill and 
duties by the fact that the mobilization 
is called for the purpose of defending a 
fortress at Esquimalt, which is presumed I 
to be in a state of seige. In the working | 
out of thiti idea, the fair capital of the 
province is supposed to have been oc- ' 
eupied by a foreign foe, while the line of ' 
defence itt stretched from the bridges 
across the harbor coastwise down to Al- ' 
hert Head. This extreme point will be 
occupied by Lieut.-Col. McKay and "A" 
company of the R. C. R„ they being ! 
transported there by a steamer and left 
with n blue official envelope, contaiuina 
sealed orders. At Rod Hill a couple of I 
companies of the Six Rifles, probably' 
those from New Westminster, will be ' 
stationed with the Engineers and some 
artillery under Capt. Macdonald, while I 
at Macaulay Plains, where the balance J 
of the Duke of Connaught's Rifles and 
the Fifth Artillery of Victoria are to bo ' 
encamped," will be stationed the main' 
body of the force. The state of seige j 
will last on into the night, when an at- ' 
tempt will be made by a steamer to en- ' 
ter Esquimalt under the very guns of the 
batteries, and a couple of electric search I 
lights. j 

For a couple of days Quartermaster: 
and Capt. Hall has been busily engaged 
out at Macaulay Plains preparing for the [ 
camp. Tents for two regiments have 
been pitched, and kitchens after the re- 
gulation fashion of the little red book I 
have been constructed; also other ar- 
rangements as the occasion demands. At 1 
eight o'clock last night the Firth Regi-i 
meat paraded at the Drill hall, leaving 
at p.m. on their march out to night, 
quartern on the Plains. There they will 
be joined early to-day by the Mainland 
companies, which were expected to leave 
Vancouver on the steamer R. P. Rithet 
at midnight. 

This afternoon a drumhead service will 
be held on the Plains, which will be fol- 
lowed by a concert until live o'clock, 
while another sacred concert will be fur- 
nished by the bands at 7 p.m. 

Late on Monday night the citizen sol- 
diers are expected to return to town and 
mufti clothing. i 

The mobilization is being conducted 
under Col. Grant, while Lieut.-Col. Ren- 
son, D.O.C., will act as umpire through-, 
out Monday's proceedings.

Bicycle Races Attract a Large 
Crowd to Oak Bay 
Grounds. 



The New Westminster Stick- 
Handlers Down Champions 
at Ottawa- 



The first meet of the Capital City Cycling 
Club., 'held at Osk Bay track yesterday 
afternoon was under distinguished patron- 
age, HIh Bcellency the Govornor-Geacral 
aDd Lieutenant-Governor Joly both attend- 
ed. The meet was n good one. and 
all the .events were closely contested, they 
being in that respect a marked contrast 
with the meet held under other auspices 
some time ago. The delays, though, be- 
tween the different races tended to kill tho 
interest. The grand stand was crowd- 
ed, but because of the vexatious delays 
the crowd dwindled. Various reasons weru 
ascribed for the hitches; the, riders would 
nol get out quickly, racing tandems took 
longer than anticipated to get out, nnd so 
many of the contestants rode In the ma- 
jority of the events, and needed a breath- 
ing space. However, what was lost 
In the delays waB more than made 
up in the races. They were good, 
some of the finishes being thrilling. Cot- 
ter's roooroVbreaklns mile was an event 
In local racing. He broke the previous 
track record, 2:00, by doing the mile in 2HH 
minutes and had the tandem picked him 
bp without such loss of time In the Inst lap 
he would undoubtedly have put up a new 
mark for the mile on the Pacific Slope. He 
rode In fine style, and a perfect torrent of 
enthusiastic applause greeted him as ha 
crossed the line. 

Cotter was, without doubt, the swiftest 
of the visiting pros. Wlnesett and Mucker, 
the latter of whom at one time was one of 
the speediest riders on the Coast, went 
down easily, nnd Cassldy was not n too 
strong competitor of the fair haired rider 
from Olympla. Marshall did uot come. 

The meet opened with the usual novice 
race. C. It. Kennedy secured first place in 
this, with A. D. McLnln. of Vancouver, and 
D. Keith, "side hy each" about two wheels' 
length behind him. The time was 2:28 2-5. 

In the one mile open there were fourteen 
entries nnd the race was contested Jn two 
heats, with fields of seven facing the 
irtarter. The flr.t heat Drought out J. B. 
Hancock, C. L. Royds. R. Lindsay, Thomp- 
son, Jesse, Edwards, W. W. Northcott nnd 

A. D. McLaln. They made a good race, 
Edwards of Vancouver finishing first In 
•2:32 1-B, with R. Lindsay second and Royds 
third. In the second heat the starters 
were W. W. McDonald, Robt. Bfaddon, C. 

B. Kennedy, Cooper Harold, Fred. Bind 
more, J. L. Mlllhousc and Archie Bell. They 
started slow but got away on the second 
lap and made a good finish. Archie Bell, 
who Jumped from the bunch as they came 
to the stretch, leading Millhouse and 
Oooper Harold over the line. The time was 
JJ;81 4-C 



Those qualified for the final were Ed- 
wards, Lindsay, Bell, Mlllhousc and 
Cooper, and they made a good exhibition In 
the final. The "quad" was not fast enough 
and the riders could be heard entreating the 
four riders to "tilt her up." They left it 
early on the third lap. and Hell spurted. 
Willhouso and Harold, though, overhauled 
him and in a bunch they entered the 
stretch. Bell looked very likely, but as 
they were on the curve Millhouse jumped 
forward and Bell gave place to narold at 
the pole, who worked hard, without avail, 
however, to reach Millhouse. The finish 
was very close, Millhouse being ubout half 
a wheel's length in front of Harold, and 
Bell had Just a little daylight between his 
wheel and Harold's. He claimed a foul, 
holding that Millhouse had pushed him to- 
wurdB the fence. Those who witnessed the 
jump for place, though, hold thnt the race 
was fairly won. The time was 2:14 2-5. 

The boys' race was a splendid race for the 
spectators. Five boys started, but a spill 
put three of them out of the race. Oben, 
a very small rider from Vancouver and A. 
J. Gray and A. K. Ash made the race. The 
hearts of the spectators, particularly the 
ladies, went with the Illllputlau, and when 
he fell behind at the half they were disap- 
pointed. The little fellow, though, only 
waited behind until the stretch, when he 
Jumped like a veteran and won In a good 
finish with daylight Just visible' between hlg 
wheel nnd that of Gray. The time was 
2-43 4-5. 

A clever exhibition of trick riding was 
then given by Master Haddon, of Vancou- 
ver, an the audience filled his hat with their 
loose change. The pros, during this extra 
got ont In their blankets and crazy quilts, 
ready for the open mile professional. 

At this Juncture His Excellency Lord 
MInto entered the grnnd stand, the audience 
Tlslug, and the bnnd playing the National 
Authem. The circle of racers and judges 
proposed a cheer, which was heartily given. 

In the professional nice there were four 
starters, F. J. Cotter, n. O. Rucker, Cas- 
sidy nnd Wlnesett. A time limit of 2:15 
was put on the race. Cotter won easily by- 
several lengths, with Rucker second and 
Cassldy third. The time was 2:21 3-5, over 
six seconds above the time limit. 

The Army nnd Navy N. c. O. nnd Men's 
race wns the only one of Its kind. There 
was none of the Jockeying for place, wait- 
ing for pace, etc. It was for blood. One 
or the soldiers went out from the start with 
all the speed he could get out of his wheel, 
nnd was tired out before the second lap 
ended. The victory went to the M. C R 
the honor having been won for the Garrison 
hy Corp. Harrnbln, Sapper Simpson, of tho 
R. E.. being second and Sapper Hopklnson, 
of the some compnny, being third. 

The two mile lap race, amateur, brought 
out a field of eleven. This proved too many 
to stnrt for safety, for ns the second lap 
was beginning, three of the riders got a bad 
spill, McLaln, of Vancouver, one of them, 
wns unconscious for a time. This race, In 
which the winner of each lap gets five 
points, nnd the second, third nnd fourth, .1, 
2. nnd 1, respectively, with the points 
doubled In the last lap, wns won by Robt. 
Haddon, In 5:71 4-5, with Cooper Hn rold 
second and Jesse Edwards third, naddon 
took four firsts and one second, Harold one 
first and four seconds, nnd Edwards three 
thirds, In this race. 

In the one mile handicap Cotter stnrtod 
at scratch, Rucker at 15, Wlnesett at 25, 
nnd Cassldy at 25 yards respectively. They 
bunched at the first lap. Cotter finished 
first, with Cassldy. who showed good form 
In this race, a wheel nnd a halt' behind. 
Rucker wns third. The time was 2:28 4-5. 

J'he quarter mile open, amateur, was a 



good fast race, with close finishes. Han- 
cock, a promising young Victoria rider, won 
the first heat lu 33 2-5, with Edwards sec- 
ond, and Lindsay third. The second heat 
went to lilackmore, of Vancouver, whose 
time was a fifth second slower than that of 
Hancock. Harold was a good second, with 
Haddon third. In the final Haddon crossed 
the line first with Harold lighting hard for 
the victory, nnd Edwards n good third. The 
time was 32 3-5. 

The starters were many In the two mile 
handicap, but a number fell out before the 
finish. Haddon, Harold and Millhouse 
started at scratch, with' Edwards and Mc- 
donald at 25 yards, Royds at 3.1 yards, Simp, 
son. Dresser and McLaln at 5o yards, and 
Hancock, Thompson, Jackson and Keith at 
100 yards. The leading four made the race, 
and it was not until the fifth lap thnt the 
scratch men nnd those with the lesser nun 
dicap caught them. Only Hnncock nnd 
Lindsay, of those with the big start, fought 
into the stretch with the scratch men, nnd 
they made n good race, but could not catch 
the speedier riders. W. W. McDonnld 
finished first In 4:50 2-5, with Harold

TIIK MUNICIPAL ACT. 

The Full Text of Mr. Helmeken's Import- 
ant Amendment. 

The following is the text of Mr. Helmc 
ken's amendments to the Municipal Act, 
which had been recommended by the 
municipal committee, and was passed to- 
wards the end of the all-night session: 

1. Section of Chapter US of the Re- 
vised Statutes, 1S!)7, is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following sub-sec- 
tions: 

"(5) No assessed owner, tenant or oc- 
cupier of land or improvements within 
the municipality shall be included in tho 
annual voters' list of the municipality, 
unless his or her name shall have been 
entered on the voters' li.<t of the munici- 
pality ou or before the- 7th day of Novem- 
ber preceding the election; 

"(li) The assessment roll of a munici- 
pality for the year preceding the holding 
of an election shall be the basis from 
which the list of persons entitled to vote 
in pursuance of this net shall be prepared, 
with such additions as this act may ren- 
der obligatory. The clerk or the council 
of the municipality sha'l prepare in such 
assessment Toll who are so entitled to 
vote, in accordance with the provisions 
herein contained, and shall included in 
such list all persons who, subsequent to 
the preparation of the assessment roll, 
.have become entitled to vote in pursu- 
ance of this act, ou or 'before the lirst 
day of December in the year immediate- 
ly prior to the day of the election. Such 
list shall be the voters' list." 

2. Section 14 of said act is hereby re- 
pealed, and the following section is sub- 
stituted therefor: 

"14. The clerk of each municipality 
shall in every year, immediately after the 
correction or revision of the list of vot- 
ers, make out a correct alphabetical list, 
thereof, stating in a separate column 
under what qualification each voter is en- 
titled to vote."

IN PARIS STREETS. 



(Uy Blleu Gertrude Cohen.) 

From the first thing in the morning till 
not only the lust thing at night, but right 
on through the night itself, the streets of 
Paris are full of an all-absorbing interest. 
It is naturally the stranger who feels this 
most keenly, but he cannot at once make 
any nice distinction in his analysis, for 
Paris in numbers of ways is much like 
many another big European capital. The 
new - comer reulizos, as a lirst impression, 
how foreign things and people are to him. 
Whet he means by this he does not quite 
know, but by degrees it downs uipou him, 
especially if he is an Englishman,' that 
everything and everybody is most unac- 
countably gay. It is a thing to which he 
is wholly unaccustomed, a gaiety not on- 
ly of expression and demeanor, but a re- 
markable lightness and brightness per- 
vading everything. 

Nobody appears in a hurry or to be bent 
on any more important mission than tho 
enjoyment of the sunshine, and life, it 
would '.seem, is not nt all a serious thing 
to any one. This is, of course, not abso- 
lutely the state of the case, but the 
French, unquestionably, do not take eith- 
er their pleasures or their work sadly, 
and jests and badinage of the raciest 
character abound on all sides and among 
all classes. 

Perhaps one has most auricular proof 
of this amongst the working classes. It 
is here, too, that their gaiety extends 
even to the very clothes they wear. A 
French workingnmn is almost always a 
beautiful object as to color, and some- 
thing he has on is sure to be of a remark- 
able blue. This blue is so universal that 
it forms one of the chief characteristics 
of the streets of Paris, being, sometimes, 
dark to start with, but taking ull varie- 
ties of wonderful shades through much 
use and hard washing. It is the favorite 
color, 'as being distinctive of the Mother 
Mary; so women love to dress their little 
children in it, and the schoolhooda the 
latter wear in winter are seldom made 
of any other color. 

So wide is tho use of it, also, amongst 
tho workers themselves; that one would 
say, on seeing them issuing from some 
big factory at the "dejeuner" hour, that 
they were all clad in a uniform. Men fol- 
lowing almost any kind of handicraft 
wear blouses, usually blue, and workmen 
for the most part either these or elee cot- 
ton jackets, often a brighter blue of an 
extremely smart cut. . The Tvomen of 
the lower and middle classes, the trades- 
men's lads, and the "boots" -when at 
work, ull have aprons of a dark blue ma- 
terial; and no "bonne," or French ser- 
vant, is complete without one. Many 
servants do not wear caps at all, nor in- 
deed do the working women use any head 
covering in the streets. One meets them 
so in the omnibuses and on the boulevards 
with neatly coiffed heads even when the 
snow is on the ground, and this is the 
more remarkable ns their ears (and often 
those of their husbands too) are sure to 
be stuffed with pink cotton-wool, and at 
home they will shut both doors and win- 
dows at all seasons, for fear of what they 
call a "courant d'air. ' 

Slatternly milliners' or dressmakers' 
girls are almost an unknown quantity in 
the streets of Paris. The little messen- 
gers one sees there with their huge paste- 
board boxes aro always of the trimmest, 
anil form, at any rate, a picturesque ad- 
dition to the street landscupe. A woman 
is sure to be neatly shod, no matter to 
what class she belongs, though an Eng- 
lish heart would undoubtedly sing low at 
the terrible thinness of the sole. This 
apparent recklessness has its excuse in 
the fact of the condition of the streets. 
To attain their wonderful state of clean- 
liness 1,855,000 francs are spent on them 
in three years. Before that, things were 
in a very bad state. 

From before dawn until long after sun- 
set one sees the street cleaners in their 
peaked caps and watermen's boots or sa- 
bots hard at their work of sweeping, 
swabbing, or watering. 

But these are only one of the many 
hevieH of busy workers to lie seen in the 
early hours of the morning. Up and at 
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work sooft after the street cleaners are 
the "chiffonuierts" male and temale (rag- 
pickers), tho "pcrteuses de pain" (bread 
carriers), and the milk women. These 
last deliver their milk in glass bottlee, or 
"bottes," of cither a litre or half a litre, 
and metal handles are attached to them, 
so that as many ao thirty can be carried 
at a time, ewingiug from two iron bars. 

The bakers' shops are some of the first 
to open, and as early as five o'clock the 
"porteuses dfe pain" begin operations by 
brushing tho .bread. The .Sinkers' boys are 
usually girls, or rather strong elderly 
women who can carry as much as forty 
pounds of bread at a time, Some of the 
bread, the "pain de mnrchand de vin," 
over two yards long, is not nj little cum- 
bersome to the poor "porteuse," und ao 
she has often to climb to tho sixth floor, 
one cannot help being; sorry for her on a 
warm morning; still her picturesque fig- 
ure could ill be spared from the street 
scene, and after all she does not have to 
journey fur, a cart usually supplying the 
more distant houses. In sharp contrnst 
to these, the spotless, orderly early walk- 
ers of tho streets, stand out the dingy 
stooping figures of tho ehiff onniers. They 
look weird objects enough in the half-light 
of the dawn, truly more like birds of prey 
than human beings, as they hover vulture 
like ever tho tin. rubbish-boxes which at 
that hour line tho Paris streets. It is im- 
possible to realize, when watching one of 
these weird creatures at her strange 
work, that in this way 50,000 francs' 
worth of pickings is collected in oue day. 
Swift, silent, solitary, she perforins her 
unsavory task with a deftness that is 
quito remarkable. At the home of the 
clnffonnier the contents of the sack or 
sacks are carefully sorted on tho floor, 
the silk rags are divided from the cotton 
or woollen, the white from the colored, 
etc. The silk arc worth next to nothing, 
but the woollens are highly prized as 
bringing in nearly thirty francs the two 
hundred pounds. 

Allied to the chiffonnier are various 
other wanderers, as, for example, the 
collector of cigar and cigarette ends, lie 
Is usually to bo seen later in the day, 
when the idlers and smokers have left 
him a harvest under the cafe tables 
ranged on the boulevards. The "gar- 
cons" often dispute this privilege with 
him, bat even then be has still left to 
him the boulevards themselves, a not un- 
fruitful source, the ontsides of the places 
of amusement and of the restaurnnts. He 
retires to a quiet corner of the lower 
quays, and there spreading out his wares, 
ul ways careful uot to expose them to the 
sua on nccount of the odor it would give 
them, undoes them, thoroughly dries 
them, und gets out the cinders. lie care- 
fully separates the cigars from the cigar- 
ettes, the tobacco of the latter being 
worth a great deal mure to him, and then 
adds a little fresh tobacco. This concoc- 
tion appears next on the Place M Hubert, 
where a franc's worth is made up into 
forty packets of tobacco, and sold at a 
sou per packet. 

Many other apparent loafers, who nre 
in reality nothing of the kind, may be 
seen at any and all hours on the Paris 
boulevards. Of these the huge forms of 
the "forts aux farines" are by far the 
most interesting. One can hardly pass 
an hour in any of the larger streets with- 
out remarking one or two of tlieni. It is 
impossible to pass them by without a 
second glance, on account of their giant 
stature, and their enormous lints whiten- 
ed with flour. These hats, which cost 
thirty francs, and weigh four or live 
pounds, are nearly as large in cir- 
cumference ns a small parasol, and are 
Invaluable in protecting the head, hair, 
and neck from the weight of the sack. 
They nre of a very solid, peculiar- make, 
nud are only to lie hail at Issy, beyond 
the fortifications, These apparent idlers 
have, it would seem,, nothing in the world 
to do, and are either lounging on a seat, 
to all appearances lost in thought, or 
are in reality on the watch for the miller, 
who, when he passes, will take one or 
two of them up in his cart, and pay them 
handsomely for unloading the flour. The 
sacks weigli often 318 pounds each, so 
the "forts" have need of all their uncom- 
mon strength when currying the Hour up 
several floors. They do not touch the 
sack, which is nicely balanced on the 
famous hat, but with one hand lean on 
their stout stick, and with the other 
grasp the handrail. The weight is so 
great that when nt work they have to 
discard everything but trousers and light 
waistcoat, for the Hake of coolness, 
though, when on the boulevards, their 
costume is quite complete, finished off 
with a picturesque blue blouse. They are 
a society of 121, which has existeil 150 
years, lirst as a society, but since 1895 
as a syndicate. The brotherhood is lim- 
ited to that number, and a test as to 
great strength is applied before member- 
ship can he obtained, each having to wear 
his medal anil special uniform. Although 
they are such magnificent specimens of 
humanity, the mortality amongst their 
number is very high, being as much as 
seven or eight out of the 1U1 in a year. 

Innumerable other frequenters of the 
streets could be mentioned equally inter- 
esting. There are -the "tondeure de 
chien," or dog-tenders, who pass through 
the streets at a certain hour every day, 
announcing their presence by a particu- 
lar cry, and with their shears and little 
box of necessaries, will for* a small con- 
sideration wash and clip the French 
poodles, making their toilettes in most 
artistic fashion. There are the porcelain 
menders and the solderers, the itinerant 
barrel sellers, the repairers of windows 
with immense sheets of glass at their 
backs. All of these have their particu- 
lar cry or pipe or song and their particu- 
lar uniform. There nre also the news- 
paper vendors who from six a.m. fre- 
quent tlie omnibus stations, reaching up 
with their long poles to the outside pas- 
sengers of the omnibuses nnd tramways. 
Ou these poles aro constructed wire 
frames made to bold every kind of news- 
paper, and at the top are fixed tin boxes 
for the coppers. 

The goatherd, too, must not be forgot- 
tne. lie walks the streets with his little 
tribe from 5:30 a.m. til 11 p.m., and will 
till a cup with warm milk for two sous, 
lie often returns to his native Italy for 
tlie winter months, but spring sees him 
again at his work iu Paris. In his blue 
blouse and goatherd's cup, surrounded by 
a (lock of goats, which follow faithfully 
to the sound of his delicate piping, he 
makes the most curious and interesting 
spectacle one could well see in the crowd- 
ed thoroughfare of a great city.— Good 
Words.

concerted work. There were present tho 
president, first vice-president, ten mem- 
l>ers of the executive and the secretary- 
treasurer. 

1'rayers being said and the minutes' 
of the last meeting read and approved, 
the report for the summer was read, as 
follows: 

Madame President and Ladies— 

I beg to lay before you a statement 
of the work of this society accomplished 
since its last regular meeting on June 
5, together with tho treasurer's report 
of the finaiclal result of the garden fete 
and promenade concert held on "Wednes- 
day, July 11, and Thursday, August 10, 
respectively, in the grounds of the Jubi- 
lee hospital. 

On Sunday, Juno 17, 11 very successful 
llower service was held in the inner 
quadrangle of the hospital, under the 
auspices of the Daughters of Pity. Itov. 
T. G. Hastings, president of the Minis- 
terial Association, officiated, assisted by 
Itt. Itov. Bishop Cridge and other min- 
isters. Mr. Curtis presided at the organ, 
assisted by a volunteer choir. A very 
large number of visitors attended, and 
the service was much appreciated by 
both the patients and staff of tne hos- 
pital.

A great deal, however, depends 
Upon tin- careful handling of the fruit 
in Hugh! ii d, and it is quite probable that 
Mr. Dryden will accompany the next ship- 
ment to personally supervise the unload- 
ing and handling, should the experience 
with the shipment now gone forward de- 
monstrate the advisability of personal 
supervision until the agents on that side 
become accustomed to handling the fruit 
properly.

CHINA TLA. 

How India and Ceylon Are Displacing 
It in the Market. 

From Daily Mail. 

There was a time, not so very long ago, 
either, when to the average Englishman 
the word "China" was synonymous with 
tea. And yet, though China gave us that 
delicious beverage, we have for some 
years been steadily decreasing our con- 
sumption of China-grown tea, and sub- 
stituting leaves imported from other coun- 
tries. 

As will be shown by the following stat- 
istics, the change is indeed striking. 

(loing back to the year 1859, we sec 
that China then monopolized the whole 
of our tea trade, over seventy-six million 
pounds of tea being in that year consum- 
ed by the inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom. 

Ten years later, in 1SC0, China had in- 
creased her sales to us by nearly twenty- 
live million pounds, but India had then 
sprung up as a rival, and imported 10,- 
TKi.OOO pounds of tea into Great Britain. 

In 18711 we find that the imports from 
China and from India had each increased 
hy about twenty j five million pounds, but 
it is between that year and 1880 that the 
most remarkable changes tool; place. 

Instcnd of selling us 120, :',4ti,000 
pounds of tea. as in 1S79, China in 1889 
only sent us CI. 100,000 pounds, while In- 
dia actually added almost that quantity 
to her previous sales. 

Tho importation of Ceylon tea into 
Great Britain only commenced seriously 
in 1884, but five years later we find her 
importing twenty-eight and a half million 
pounds. 

Last year the consumption of Chinese 
tea in Great .Britain had sunk to an in- 
significant seventeen million pounds, 
while Ceylon alone imported nearly five 
times that quantity, India, during the 
same period, actually beating her own 
splendid record by sending 134„018,920 
pounds. 



■HEAT FROM THE EARTH. 

A Scheme of Forty Years ago That Onme 
Naught. 

From the New Orel fine Times-Democrat. 

"A distinguished scientist has seriously 
suggested tho sinking of boilers deep 
enough to use the heat of the earth as a 
fuel," said a prominent engineer of this 
city. "That sounds rather fantastic, in 
view of the fact that a depth o£ 12,000 
feet would be necessary to boil water, 
hut a scheme of the same sort was urged 
with great energy back in the sixties by 
a Washington inventor named Foniin. 

"If my memory is correct, Forain was 
a man of considerable menus and a math- 
ematician of ability. The internal heat 
of the earth is supposed to equal about 
one degree to the 100 feet of penetration 
but he claimed to have discoverd that the 
percentage was very much greater and 
increased in compound ratio after a cer- 
tain depth was rouehod. He figured out 
an elaborate table and proposed to sink 
a huge shaft, with accumulators at the 
bottom, from which unlimited steam 
would be supplied to the service. All 
that was needed was a few million dol- 
lars capital to pay for the digging of the 
plant, and he immediately set to work 
to raise the amount. 

Forain succeeded in interesting a num- 
ber of people of wealth and formed a 
joint stock company, but meanwhile his 
calculations were assailed by scientists, 
and it was shown pretty clearly that the 
figures were incorrect. He replied with 
great bitterness, and the scheme went to 
pieces iu the shock of the controversy, j 
What became of Forain I do not know. 
If the problem is actually solved I sup- 
pose he will be fished out of the limbo ed' 
ranks and visionaries to take his pro-

Washington Court Decides Street Car 
Co. May He Sworn Al. 

It was Judicially decided In a Washington 
court that It is no crime to swear lit a trol- 
ley company which has Just made changes 
in Itu transfer system. It is against the law 
to swear la Washington and recently the 
police have ben very active lu arresting 
blasphemers. Usually, they have been con 
vlcte<! and punished, but an exception was 
made to-day In the ease of Thornton Ken- 
drlok. 

The prisoner, when arraigned, admitted 
that he had sworn like u pirate, but ex- 
plained that It was In consequence of the 
new transfer system Instituted by the local 
trolley company, which had mixed him all 
up. 

Judge Mills held Unit It was a case or 
justifiable profanity. The court said, in 
rendering Judgment, that under the new 
transfer system It was difficult for the 
most Intelligent passengers to understand 
vvhttt thy were entitled to. The court Itself 
was en a ear the other day which was lab- 
elled to j;o lu the direction the court wanted 
to take, and the court therefore abstained 
from getting a transfer. Suddenly the ear 
switched Into another street whre It was 
not supposed to go, and when the cuurt ask- 
ed for u transfer It was refused. The court 
thought that if the defendant used profane 
language under the circumstances It was 
Justifiable and even praiseworthy.

iSir: — If I remember aright you have 
invited reasonable discussion of Northern 
development and transportation matters. 
May 1 briefly remind you that a company, 
(the Kitimaat Caledonia Co.), made a 
proposition to the provincial kovoi^^ 
meat to build a waggon road from mo 
head of Kitimuat Ann to Huzeltou. Tho 
proposition has been befdre the provin- 
cial authorities for upwards of a year, 
having been originally made to the Seiu- 
lin government, my company having, 
been given to understand that some such 
proposition would be welcomed. Wo 
think, at least, partly, as a result of ouc 
efforts in the matter, the Semlin govern- 
ment included the matter of a waggoa 
road from Kitimaat to Hazelton in the 
Queen's speech at the opening of the 
House in January, of this year. I believo 
it to be a fact that the majority of tho 
members of the last house considered tho 
proposal a good one in the interests of 
the province as did, I understand a ma- 
jority of the members of the then govern- 
ment which, however, went out of poweir 
before the matter could be acted upon. 
I was advised the other day that 'ho 
present government declined to give ef- 
fect to the proposal. I have not been, 
informed of the reasons of this action. I 
understaud it has not been announced 
tliut the present government is not in 
favor of laud grants on principle without 
regard to the value of the consideration 
offered by the grantee; nothing was saiil 
as to whether a proposition has ever been 
submitted to the government involving 
such a substantial quid pro quo for the 
land grant suggested an involving, also, 
such a guarantee of immediate settle- 
ment and development of the land grant- 
ed. Tho road was to be completed with 
all reasonable haste. About three yearo 
would without doubt have witnessed a 
large settlement in the district and the 
exploitation of its resources would have 
definitely begun. The province could 
not lose by the transaction, it might gain 
very largely in the rapid and immediate 
advancement of the district. On top of 
this wagon road proposition and. without 
a doubt, suggested by it some promoters 
come forward with applications for a rail- 
way charter over the same route, viz: 
Kitimaat to Hazelton. No one pretend- 
ed, no one pretends that this was or is 
anything else than what is commonly 
known as a straw charter, sought, cer- 
tainly, iu the vaguest, most indefinite 
way by men who have no idea of building 
the railway with any but other peoples' 
money. 1 hazard the prediction that 
the farther away from the proposed seat 
of action these other people are the moro 
likely will they be to put their money 
into the enterprise; the suggested enter- 
prise consisting of a proposal to build ;l 
railroad from Kitimaat (population one 
man) to Hazelton (population about 75 
whites) through a district with a popula- 
tion of about forty (rather less whites; 
total population of terminals and district 
traversed of about one hundred and six- 
teen white souls. This is the main lino 
The population of districts reached by 
reasonably supposed branches is about 40- 
white souls. I understand that these 
people went to the government and claim- 
ed that the grunting of any land to 
"those wagon road people," would pre- 
judice railroad building through this dis- 
trict, making the astounding statement 
that settlement and development of a dis- 
trict would prejudice railroad building; 
in other words that they would prefer to. 
build between treminuls and through u. 
district with nobody in them rather than 
between two terminals and through ;i 
country partly settled and rapidly tilling 
up Such peculiar preferences are a 
pretty safe indication that these Pacific 
Ominecn Railroad charter seekers expect 
to do the building with somebody else's 
money than their own, that is if they 
ever had any bona fide tangible idea, 
whatever, of what they intended to do- 
The only serious question, however, is us. 
to whether the present provincial govern- 
ment and the members supporting tho 
same will favor or allow the granting of 
a charter bearing on its face (vide tho 
original printed bill such a purely specu- 
lative character.

Terrible Punishment for a Sentry 
Found Sleeping While 
On Duty. 



Ingenuity Displaced in Enforc- 
ing Good Behaviour in the 
Commando 



From the London News. 

It is ail article of faith with many peo- 
ple that a Boer commando i-s a mere mob, 
that its leaders exercise iw control over 
men in laager or on the Held, and that 
punishment for crimes is a tiling un- 
known. Hut this is far from being the 
case. It is quite true that .a Boer soldier 
does not know how to click his heels to- 
gether, turn his toes to an acute angle, 
stiffen his back, and salute every time an 
oulcer runs against him. He could not 
properly perform any of the very simplest 
military evolutions common to all huro- 
peau soldiers if his immortal welfare de- 
pended on it. That in why he is such 
a failure as an attacking agent. Still 
in spite of these things, the Iioer on com- 
mando has io .submit to very rigid law 
The penally for outrage, or attempted 
outrage, on a woman is instant death on 
conviction, no matter what the woman's 
nationality may be. For sleeping on 
sentry duty the punishment is unique; it 
is a punishment born of long dwelling in 
the wilderness. It in of such a uaturu 
that no man who has once undergone it 
jakulated ever to forget. When clear 
case is made out against a burgher by 
trial before his commandant the whole 
commando in laager is summoned to wit- 
ness the criminal's reward. lie is taken 
out beyond the lilies to a spot where the 
sun shines in all its unprotected fierce- 
ness, lie is led to an anthill full ot 
busy, wi. ked. little crawlers; the top of 
the anthill is cut off with a spade, leav- 
ing a honeycombed surface for the sleepy 
one to stand upon tnot much fear of sleep- 
ing while he is there.) He is ordered to 
mount Che hill and stand with his feet 
close together. His rifle is placed in his 
hands, the butt resting between his toes, 
the muzzle clasped in both hands. Two 
men are told off to watch him. They 
are picked men, noted for their stern, 
unyielding sense of duty, and love for 
the cause they tight for. 

These guards lie down in the veldt 2o 
yards away from the victim. They 
have their loaded mausers with them, 
and their orders are, if the prisoner lifts 
a leg, to put a bullet into it; if he lifts 
an arm, a bullet goes into that default- 
ing member; if he jumps down from his 
perch altogether leaden messengers sent 
from both rilles cancel all his earthly 
obligations. The sun shines down in 
savage mockery; it strikes upon the bare 
neck of the quivering wretch who dare 
not lift a hand to shift his hat to cover 
the blistering skin. It strikes in his 
eyes, and burns his lips until they swell 
and feel like bursting. The barrels of 
his rifle grow hotter and better until his 
his linger feel as if glued to a gridiron. 
The very clothes upon his body bum the 
skin beneath. He feels desperate; he 
must shift one arm, for the anguish is 
intolerable. He make an almost imper- 
ceptible movement of his shoulder and 
glances towards his guards. The man 
on his right front Jays his pipe quickly 
in the grass and swiftly lifts his Mauser 
to his shoulder. The wretch on the ant 
heap closes his eyes with a groan, and 
.stands as still as a Japanese god carved 
out of jute wood. The guard lays down 
his rifle and picks up his pipe. 

The sun climl>s higher ami higher until 
it gleams down straight into the antheap; 
the scorching heat penetrates into the un- 
protected cells and enrages the dwellers 
inside. They swarm out full of light, 
like an army lusting for battle. Their 
home has been ravished of the protection 
they had raised with half a lifetime of 
labor, and in their puny they want ven- 
geance. They find a foe on top, a man 
ready to their wrath. They crawl into 
his scorched boots, over his baked feet 
guiltless of stockings; they charge up the 
legs on which the trousers bung loosely 
and us they charge they bite because they 
are out for business, not for a picnic. The 
verv stillness of their victim seems to 
enrage them. The first legion retires at 
full speed down into the antheap again. 
They have gone for recruits. In a few 
seconds up they come again, until the 
very top of the heap is alive with them. 
They climb over one another in their 
eagerness to get in their individual moie- 
ty of revenge. Down into the veldsehoun 
rip the bare hairy legs, over the hips 
round the waist, over the lean ribs, along 
the spine, under the arms, round the 
neck, over the whole man. they go us the 
Mongolian hordes will some day go over 
the Western world. And each one digs 
his tiny prongs into the smarting burning, 
itching poor devil on top of their home- 
stead, lie shifts a leg the hundredth 
part of an inch. The guard on the left 
gives his bandolier a warning twist, and 
glances along the long brown barrel that 
nestles in the hollow of his left hand. 

The Commandmaut comes out of the 
circle of burghers, looks at the victim, 
sees thai the eyes are bloodshot and pre- 
luding for beyond the normal position. 
He is not a hard man, but he knew that 
the culprit has endangered the lives and 
liberties of all. "You will remember 
this," he says sternly; "you will not 
again sleep when it is your watch." 
••Never, so help me, Hod:" gasps the pris- 
ioner. "Stand down then, you are free." 
Quicker than a swallow's flight are the 
movements of the liberated man. He 
drops his rifle with a gasp of relief, tears 
every stitch of clothing from his body, 
throws the garments from him, and pelts 
his veldshoon after them. Some sym- 
pathetic veteran who has possibly in 
earlier wars been through the same or- 
deal himself runs up with a drink of 
blessed water. He does not drink it, 
he pours it down his burning thrjat, then 
sits on the grass, drawing his breath in 
long sobbing sighs, all the more terrible 
because they are tearless. From head to 
heel he is covered with tiny red marks, 
just like a school boy who has had the 
measles; in three days there will not be 
a mark on him, but lie won't forget 
them, all the same, not in thirty-three 
years, or three hundred and thirty-three 
years, if he happens to have a memory 
of imv kind at that period. 

This mode of punishing recalcitrant 
persons W06 picked up, I am told, from 
one of the savage tribes. I do not know 
if this is so or not, but there is no doubt 
that the niggers know all about it, be- 
cause one day when I found that one of 
my niggers had been helping himself lav- 
ishly to my tobacco, I promised to stand 
him on an antheap as soon as I had fin- 
ished shaving. Five minutes later my 
other nigger, Lazarus, came into my tent, 
and informed mo that "Johnnie'' had 
bolted. I went out, and by the aid of 
my glasses I could just espy a black dot 
away out on the veldt, making a rapid 
ami direct line for the land of the Basu- 
tos, and that was the last I ever saw, or 
heard, of tobacco-loving, work-dodging, 
truth-twisting, "Johnnie." 



There is a distinctly humorous side to 
the Boer character which crops out some- 
times in his methods of deeding out jus- 
tice to those who have done the thing 
that seems evil in his sight. If there is 
a fellow in laager who is not amenable 
to orders, one of those malcontents who 
desires to have everything his own way — 
and there generally is one of those cher- 
ubs in every large gathering of men all 
the world over — the commandmaut tirst 
calls him up and warns him that he is 
making himself a pest to the whole com- 
mando and exhorts him to mend his 
manners. As a general thing the com- 
mandant throws a few slal>s of Scripture 
appropriate to the occasion at the dis- 
turber's ears, and mixes it judiciously 
with a good deal of worldly wisdom, all 
of which tending to teach the fellow that 
he is about as desirable a comrade as 
a sore eye in a sandstorm. Should the 
exhortation not have the desired effect, 
and the offender continue to stir up strife 
in the laager as a mule stirs up mud in 
midstream, then the commandant sends 
a guard of young men to gather in the 
unruly one. He is captured with as little 
ceremony as a nigger captures a hog in 
the midst of his mealy patch. They strip 
him hare to the waist and put a bridle 
on his head; the bit is jammed into his 
mouth and firmly buckled there, ami then 
the circus begins. One of the guards 
takes the reins, usually a couple of long 
lengths of rawhide; another flicks the 
human steed on the bare ribs with a 
sjambok, and he is ordered to show his 
paees. He has to walk, trot, canter, 
gallop, and "tripple." all round the laa- 
ger several times, amid the badinage and 
laughter of the burghers, and he gets 
enough "chaff" during the journey to last 
the biggest horse in England a lifetime. 

It is bail enough when there are only 
men there, but when there are as is often 
the case, a dozen or two women and girls 
present, his woe is served up to him in 
full measure and brimming over. The 
men roar with laughter and pelt him with 
crust:, of rusks. Inn the women and girls 
make his life an agony for the time being. 
They smile at him sweetly, and ask him 
11' hi. feels lom-lv without a cart, or they 
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They are wonderfully patriotic, these 
Boer girls and women, and are merciless 
in their contempt for a man who will 
mil do his .-hare ot fighting, marching, 
ami watching cheerfully and uncom- 
plainingly. The hardships an. I privations j want 
they themselves undergo without mar- " 
muring in order to assist their husbands, 
brothers, and lovers, is worthy of being 
chronicled in the pages of history, for 
they are the spartaus of the nineteenth 
century. They are swift to help those 
who need help, but unsparing with their 
-corn for those who are unworthy. The 
treatment meted out to the grumblers 
and mischief makers usually presents

GOVERNMENT RAILWAYS. 

Improvements to Be Made in the New 
Zealand System. 

From Engineering. 

Important improvements are in contem- 
plation in the New Zealand railway sys- 
tem, the revenue of which showed an in- 
crease for the twelve months ending 
March. UltJO, of £154,20(5, of which tin 
goods traffic was responsible for £103,04(1 
It is proposed to issue sectional tickets 
available for twelve mouths; the change 
for lirst-elass for 150 miles will be C-o. 
with l!s. per mile per annum for each ad- 
ditional mile. Season ticket rates are al- 
so materially reduced, and the fan's for 
ordinary passengers are to be brought 
down to Id. tier mile. The difference be- 
tween ti rsl -class and second-class fares 

will lie ."(I pel nl. Special concessions 

will also h,' made to tourists visiting the 
colony. Instead of tourist tickets being 
issued during only a lew months of the 
year; they will now be issued at any 
time at which applications are made for 
them. It is also proposed to limit the 
work or a number of trains, so that they 
may keep belter time, and avoid tedious 
shunting. To enable this to be done, ad- 
ditional trains will lie run. To encour- 
age trallle, the question of running fast 

services fr Duuedin to the lakes has 

been considered; and it has been decided 
the Wnkatipu Steamship Coin- 
's not reduce its fan's, the col- 
ernnietit shall establish its own 
upon the hikes. The New Zea- 
'rninenl lines will require lit) ad- 
iVagons, and 1 11) additional can-, 
ssary steps have been taken to 
the rolling slock. As it was ini- 
thal a large supply of trucks 
• provided without delay, anil as 
Initial government shops could not 
the necessary number, trucks will 
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be obtained from outside the colony. In 
addition to this, lenders will he invited 
from private linns within the colony. 
Mr. W. II. Cow has been appointed traf- 
fic superintendent at Duuedin for the 
South Island, and Mr. A. Grunt, trttllie 
superintendent lor the North Island. Mr. 
■ I. II. Fox has been appointed engineer- 
in-charge of the Westinghout-e brake. It 
has 1 a decided to introduce on a num- 
ber of main lines of the colony the elec- 
tric train staff system, and the Westing- 
house automatic brake will be fitted to 
the whole of the rolling stock. Plans for 
improved carriages for long journeys are 
now in hand. To encourage the breeding 
of horses concessions will be made by 
carrying horses returning from race meet- 
ings, bunting and polo matches free of 
charge. The accommodation for second- 
class passengers is to be improved, and 
tickets are to be sold at the principal cen- 
tres daily throughout the year, on the 
day before that on which they are re- 
quired. Telegraph offices are to be open 
ed continuously at Auckland, Napier, 
Wangnni, Wellington. Ohristchurch, Ti 
mnrn, Oanam, Duuedin and Invereargill. 
The revenue of the New Zealand govern 
ment railways for the year ending March 
31, 1000, was £1,021,012: the working 
expenses of the year were £1, TOO, 200 
leaving a profit of £582,340.

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London's New 

Underground 

The Eleclric Railway That Gives 
People Both Comfort and 
Speed. 



People Patronize It Freely to the 
Great Discjust of 
Cabby. 



liroui the London News. 

When u place in royally opened it is not 
always opened. A week or two hack 
the Prince of Wales inaugurated the Cen- 
tral London Railway but not till yester- 
day was it available to the public. Not 
till yesterday, therefore, could expecta- 
tion ho confirmed by experience. It was. 
The railway is a valuable acquisition to 
London. The man in the street — or, per- 
haps, in this connection he should be 
called the man under the street— is very 
pleased with it. 

Thousands of persons (writes a corres- 
pondent) tried the line yesterday, and to 
them this article is not addressed. They 
will not need to be told what ;i boon und- 
blessing, what a convenience and com- 
fort, the metropolis has received. 1 
write for the information of thosu who 
could not or would not yesterday enjoy 
being conveyed through the bowels of the 
earth by electric energy. Let me give 
my personal experience*. 

The hour— 3:30 p.m.; the weather— glor- 
iously fine. It was only a little lees dif- 
ficult than usual to find at Ludgate Cir- 
cus a vacant seat on the top of a 'bus 
going to the bank. Tiie driver -was 
thoughtful— almost moody. Not till we 
were within a stone's throw of the Man- 
sion House did I venture to break in 
upon his reflections. Our 'bun had be- 
come one 'of a compact block of about 30 
so it seemed a suitable remark that the 
truffle had not yet all gone under ground. 
"No; not all," he agreed dismally; "but 
it's made a difference already, has that 
blooming electric, and you just wait until 
the public gets to know it's there. For 
mv part 1 better prefer traveling in God's 
own air than in a drain pipe; but that 
ain't how the public will look at it. I'll 
t"ll you where they'll get the pull of us," 
(this very confidentially ami in my ear.) 
'There ain't no weather down there," 
I pointing to asphalt with 'his whip), "and 
what with the ladies' bonnets and blokes' 
dossy hats, that's a big matter." 

When at length we hail gone a few 
more yards I asked him — it was perhaps 
subjecting poor human nature to an un- 
necessary strain — which was the way in. 
Hut he proved a generous rival. "Or," 
he replied, "you can go down any of 
them 'oles; they lead to the Central." 
With some misgivings I descended steps 
marked 'Waterloo Railway." lint it 
■was all right. The subways down ther» 
lead everywhere, and one takes you int.) 
the booking office of the Mansion House 
station of the new line. How roomy, 
light, and cool! On the steps leading 
fnwn the road were groups of city clerks 
gazing upon the novel scene. Passengers 
wore streaming Sn, and the politest of 
offlcinls were lolling them where to pay 
their fares. There were several windows 
and you could go to any one of them. 
Now, the booking arrangement* of the 
Central London Railway are simplicity 
itself. There is only one class and only 
one fare. In return for your 2d. you re- 
ceive a paper ticket and one advantage 
of this ticket is that you cannot lose it. I 
You don't keep it long enough. A yard 
or two from the booking office yVm pass 
thrnigh a gate, but not before at the bid- 
ding of an officio!, you have dropped 
your ticket into a box. Then you are 
free of the line— free to go to the Post 
olllce, to Shepherd's Rush, or to any in- 
termediate station. With a goodly throng 
of passengers I descended in a capacious, 
easy-running lift, and anon we wen 1 on 
the platform. As above, the walls were 
faced with white glazed bricks, and there 
was n great flood of electric lights. 

A train was in waiting, and we stepped 
straightway into the large, well-lit, well- 
upholstered cars. Before shutting the 
iloors the thoughtful guards told us that 
the next station would be the Post Offico. 
A whistle blew— a whistle, by the way, 
very like a policeman's— and away we 
went, running swiftly and smoothly. 
.Tus; before the train stopped, for fear we 
plight have forgotten, the guards popped 
in their heads and again mentioned that 
the next station would be the Post Office. 
Nor did these attentions exhaust their 
capacity for courtesy. No sootier had 
we left the Post Office than they looked 
in once more to let us know that Chanc-. 
cry Lane would he the next place to call; 
and later this piece of information was 
M r ain repeated. And so, via the British 
Museum to Tottenham Court Road where 
I alighted. Had I gone much farther 
an overcoat mlight have become desirable. 
It is delightfully cool on the Central. If 
only it had been available a week ago! 

Returning to earth. 1 looked at my 
watch. It was 4:03. I had descended 
I he stejis opposite the Mansion House at 
3:4S. So the journey to Tottenham 
Court Road had occupied exactly fifteen 
minutes. Noting these figures for fu- 
ture use, I presently re-entered the Cen- 
tral Station, and instead of using the lift 
descended the stairs. Plight after (light- 
down, down, down; it was as though one 
were bound for Australia. Rut at last 
the bottom was reached. Regretting 
that I hail not counted the stairs. I asked 
a porter how many there were. One 
hundred and thirty-three, he thought. 
Then into another one of those comfor- 
table trains thai suceeded another at 
•intervals of five minutes; anil so back to 
the Mansion House, where I ascended 
by the stairs, of which I counted 123. 
Another look at mv watch confirmed the 
previous figures. The journey from pave- 
ment to pavement had occupied exactly 
a quarter of an hour. 

And now to institute comparisons. I 
called a hansom and told the man to 
drive me to Tottenham Court Road. It 
was a journey of the too familiar sort, 
with lots of 'bust's obstructing, progress 
in Cheapside, Newgate street, and Hol- 
born. No doubt horse and driver did their 
best, but. the humiliating fact must he re- 
corded that the journey occupied nineteen 
minutes. Again timing start and finish 
I returned on an omnibus. This more 
sluggish vehicle had better luck than the 
cab, in that it was not so much obstruct- 
ed. It accomplished the journey in 20 
minutes. So the electric railway triumph- 
ed over a cab to the extent of four min- 
utes, and over a 'bus to the extent of 
five minutes. Bravo, Central! 

He had a short and snappy way of talk- 
ing, had the driver of that 'bus. The 
Central London Railway had apparently 
got on his nerves. "Has the new line 
made much difference to you? I asked, 
respectfully. "Can't you see it has?" he 
retorted. "Look there — and there — and 
there," (indicating passing and preceding 
omnibuses.) "Don't you call that differ- 



once?" "You mean," I suggested meekly, 
"they are not full outside?" "Full out- 
side!" he retorted, contemptuously. "No 
nor inside either, and they ought to be 
both." For severul moments he held his 
peace, and I f eared'. he | would honor me 
with no further remarks. But he was 
apparently only considering what partic- 
ular aspect ot the subject he wished to 
open up, for presently he continued in a 
much more conciliatory manner, "For 
five and twenty yeans I've drove up arid 
down here, and I'll tell you what I've no- 
ticed. There has been this way and 
that way hit upon to ease off the traffic, 
and I'm not saying they haven't done it 
temporary; but speaking generally, as 
you might say, the traffic litis been gett- 
ing fatter all through those five and twen- 
ty years. Now when this 'ere Electric 
Central was coming along, says I to my- 
self, that'll make about as much differ- 
ence as all the rest of the new takes. But 
I give you my sacred word, I wasn't pre- 
pared for this. This is a fair staggerer. 
First day and the 'buses with a lot of 
empty seats! But then, perhaps, it's just 
because it is the first day. Our people 
are going below on account of the novel- 
ty. If tliej like it they'll go again— what 
with cushion seats and tupenny fares— 
but if they don't like it— well, back they'll 
come to the old shop." 

Another correspondent writes: The first 
trains to and from the city were run at 
the early hour of 5:15 and 5:20 a.m., a 
time when most Londoners are still in 
bed, but on this occasion there were 
many, ordinarily late risers, who put in 
an appearance tit the different stations 
for the purpose of being able to say thai 
they were among toe first to travel by 
the new liue. From 5:15 to 7:30 a.m., 
cheap trams are run tit the rate of 2d. 
return, for the benefit of workmen. After 
that hour the 2d. single, day distance, 
fare prevails. Throughout the day the 
line was largely patronized by persons 
aiiiious to travel sixty or eighty feet be- 
low the level of the sun-scorched pave- 
ments. The Central London Railway lis 
the coolest place in London just now, the 
temperature yesterday being about 45 de- 
grees. All the stations are open for 
traffic except that at Bond street, which 
will not be completed for yet another 
mouth. Although many people traveled 
on the new line out of mere curiosity 
yesterday, it was at uo time in con v 
ieutly crowded, many Londoners prefer- 
ring the sunshine and" the open air. W 
and cold days nnd winter time will give 
the railway its best chance, The tun 
nels and stations compare favorably with 
those of the new electric sultteranean 
railways already opened, and the plat 
forms are better lighted and more cheer 
ful. 

Advertisements are already beginning 
to liuil a place on their walls, to assuag 
the emptiness and monotony of the whit 
glazed bricks, and newspaper st tills ar 
seen at every stopping place.

Another Labor Day is here and finds 
us as it did a year ago — toiling on; thank- 
ful for the opportunity given und the 
strength left to toil. Few of us are 
richer, some perhaps are poorer, but the 
great mass are much the same. In short, 
human nature remains unchanged and 
consequently, inequalities— natural and 
artificial— are i" no wise materially al- 
tered. 

* » » 

Monday in a statutory holiday— Labor 
Day. Unlike other national days, there 
is no cominemoratory significance attach- 
ed to Labor Day. It is simply a day set 
apart to afford labor unionists an oppor- 
tunity to come together and display their 
strength by public demonstration, also 
to celebrate, and thereby instal enthusi- 
asm into those who might, from reverses 
be inclined to fall by the wayside. At 
least snch was the idea of the originator, 
P. J. McGuire, the 1st Vice-President 
of the American Federation of Labor. In 
May, lSSL', Mr. McGuire submitted his 
proposition to the Central Labor Council 
of New York. It met with favor, and 
on September 5th, of the same year, the 
first Labor Day parado was held in 
Gotham. Its success wan phenomenal. 
Other cities followed suit, until 12 years 
later it became bo general that Con- 
gress made it a national holiday. The 
lirst Labor Day demonstration in Canada 
was held in Toronto in 1S87, and in 1800 
the Dominion Parliament declared it a 
statutory holiday. 

* » * 

In reviewing their efforts during the 
past year Canadian labor unionists have 
every reason to feel a wee bit proud. On 
the page labelled "Loss," but few entries 
have been made, while on the sheet op- 
posite — "Profit"— many items have been 
recorded. Notable among which are 
two Dominion laws, one providing for 
the establishment of a statistical labor 
bureau and the creation of a board of 
arbitration for the settlement of disputes 
with capital; the other in a measure fix- 
ing a minimum wage on all government 
work and abolishing the sub-letting of 
government contracts 

» ■» » 

Coming closer to local affairs, the bill 
passed by the Provincial Legislature re- 
stricting the employment of Chinese in 
certain industrial employment cannot but 
have a beneficial effect on white labor, 
providing the measure does not become 
useless for want of proper working mach- 
inery to enforce it. Likewise another 
good act of the Legislature, that may 
provo abortive from the same cause is 
one meant to regulate the conditions and 
hours of labor of shop assistants, But 
taking all in all, the persistent agitations 
and expostulations of labor unionists; 
have been more effective during the past 
year than in any like period heretofore 
in labor's history, that is so far as se- 
curing legislation in the interests of the 
toiling masses, is concerned. 

» * * 

Then again Canada has enjoyed an ex- 
ceedingly prosperous year. Industry and 
commerce have nourished, hence there 
has been little involuntary idleness. Nu- 
merous advances in wages have taken 
place but in most instances a correspond- 
ing increase in the cost of living accom- 
panied them. Qnite a few strikes have 
occurred, the majority of which were 
either won or compromised to the advan- 
tage of the workers, while others resulted 
disastrously, and some are still unsettled. 
But on tin- whole the workers are better 
off to-day than they were a year ago. 
» * * 

"Now," says the Lardeau Eagle, "that 
the men in this riding employed on gov- 
ernment roads and trails receive a fair 
day's wage, they must expect to do a fair 
day's work." It's odd how men get it 
into their noddles that because they are 
working for the public Unit they should 
not be expected to perform as much work 
as they would were they working for .1 
private individual. But they do. Only 
this week when an overseer on a muni- 
cipal job hi Victoria spoke to a workman 
chastizing him for "soldiering," he was 
met with "do you want me to work as 
hard for the Corporation as I would if 
you were doing the work by contract?" 
There is no reason why a man who is 
paid a fair wape should not perform as 
much wock Tor the city as he would for a 
priviUr' citizen. It is just such cases us 
the one in point that incline legislators 
to prefer contract to day-labor on public 
works.

AN AGED INDIAN. 

A Faithful Subject of the Queen Who 
Had Reached 110 Years of Age. 

A writer in the Christian Guardian 
contributes the following:— On June 18, 
at the Chemong Reservation, Peterboro 
county, there passed over to the great 
majority, in the person of George Tay- 
lor, an Ojibway Indian, one who, living 
to the extraordinary age of one hundred 
and ten years, was probably the oldest 
person in Canada. Born on a little is- 
lam! in Buekllorn lake, a year before the 
province of Upper Canada was formed, 
this venerable centenarian spent nearly 
the "'hole of his days iimid nature's soli- 
tudes, trapping Ah meek (the beaver), or, 
"in his birch • anoe exulting," glided over 
tlu- lakes and rivers enticing from the 
silent depths Sugon (the bass) and Mus- 
kenoza (the uiaskinongel. Only once 
during these lung years did he forsake 
his peaceful pursuits ami leave "the od- 
ors of the forest" und "the pleasant wat- 
er courses," and that in response to a 
demand which no patriot could resist. 
This was in 1812, on the invasion of this 
country by the forces of the American 
Republic. Then the cull to arms echoed 
and re-echoed throughout the land, and 
George Taylor, a stalwart brave of twen- 
ty-two years, at once shouldered his 
musket, and, like the never-to-be-forgot- 
ten Teeumseh, joined the British forces 
for the defence of the rights of his sov- 
ereign, and the protection of his native 
land. The loyalty of this brave red man 
to the British throne, however, was not 
something which departed with the hot 
blood of youth. This wits clearly demon- 
strated last autumn, on the outbreak of 
the present South African war. Yisited 
one day by his pastor, in the course of a 
conversation, carried on amidst difficul- 
ties— for he could speak but little Eng- 
lish, and his vistor less Ojibway— he sud- 
denly exclaimed: "They tell me, sir, there 
is an awful war going on." Being told 
that such, alas, was only too true, after 
a moment's pause, a look of keen anxiety 
came over his bronzed and wrinkled face, 
and in a voice tremulous with emotion, 
he inquired: "Do you think, sir, the 
Queen's soldiers are going to be beaten?" 
On receiving assurances of a negative 
character, he breathed a sigh of great re- 
lief, and sat quietly back in his chair. 
To the last he retained all his faculties, 
and was quite active. A remarkable 
fait, in addition to his great age, was 
that he had never suffered from the 
tooth-ache, and und possessed intact nil 
the teeth supplied by nature's hand 
Very numerous nro his descendants, for 
he lived to see his grandsons becoin 
grandfathers. 



THE ROYAL ARMS. 

They Are Frequently Used Without Any 
Right to Do So. 

From Gentleman's Magazine. 

The only arms the British public-knows 
are the Royal Anus, appearing as they 
do on official paper, in many churches, 
on writs, summonses, etc., and over the 
shop fronts of certain tradesmen— in fact, 
so misused and vulgarized is the royal 
escutcheon that it must be regarded by 
the bulk of the populace as a trade mark. 
This last certainly ought not to be; but 
mutters armorial are become so chaotic 
in this kingdom that veritable trade 
marks, registered as such, are in many 
instances true coats of arms, certainly 
not granted by the Earl Marshal. It 
would not be difficult to name brands 
of hair wash, beer, etc., bottles of 
which are decorated with a complete 
achievement of arms, crest, support- 
ers, and motto, all complete! A well 
known brand of brandy sports three mal- 
lets on a shield, with a martlet as a crest, 
and the bottles are also adorned with 
three mallets. This perversion of use is 
nothing less than an injustice to those 
owners and rightful bearers of arms who 
pay their annual tax for the privilege of 
using an honor that they arc entitled to 
bear either by descent or grant. If arm- 
orial bearings are of any honor or im- 
portant e there use ought to be rigidly con 
trolled. If not, then the tax ought to he 
abolished. At the present time a tax is 
imposed and no security given in return 
that misuse of arms will be prevented. 

Occasionally the impudent, appropria- 
tion of the royal arms has been the ob- 
ject of a prosecution. In 1895 (he treas- 
ury summoned a bailiff at Lambeth for 
using the Queen's anus on a notice to 
quit; the case being the first of its sort, a 
nominal penalty only was inflicted As 
far back as July, 1803, the London Re- 
form Union obtained a similar convic- 
tion. A most, remarkable instance oc- 
curred, or rather came to light, in May, 
181)9. A man was sent to jail and hard 
labor for keeping a disorderly house un- 
der the guise of a massage establishment; 
this scoundrel had actually had the ef- 
frontery to print the royal 'arms and "by 
appointment" on one side of his adver- 
tisement cards, with the Prince of Wales' 
arms, on the reverse!! The royal arms' 
appear on certain well known newspa-j 
pprs; it Is not generally known by what 
right, if any. |

They have risen above their difficulties 
and trials and the expatriation of their 
forefathers, familiur to every student of 
history, wus futile, in so far as it failed 
to eradicate from their hearts that love 
of their homeland, which was inborn. 
And the country from which these were 
exiled is still to their descendants the 
same Acadia. Bloniidou etill reurs his 
mighty head above the restless Atlantic, 
and wdiile 'naught but tradition remains 
of the beautiful village of Grand-Pre," 
the fruitful valley on the shores of th 
Basin of Minus is doubtless the seen 
still of romantic wooings, though not of 
such tragic incidents as are told of in 
'Evangeline.' 

The descendants of the old-time Aca- 
diaus now mark their love for their na- 
tive land by assembling in periodical 
conventions, and considering matters of 
interest to them, matters pertaining to 
their language, their education and their 
religion. In 18S0 the 'city of Cham- 
plain,' Quebec, arranged for a conven- 
tion of all the representatives of the an- 
cient colonial empire of France in Am- 
erica, except Louisiana, Seventy Aca- 
dian delegates from all parts of the 
Maritime Provinces attended and they 
were given a place of honor in the con- 
vention. It was during this convention 
that tiie suggestion was made, which 
was afterwards followed out, to call a 
full meeting of the Acadia ns, at which 
their present condition could be dis- 
cussed and mutters of mutual interest 
considered. 

In duly, 1881, tbe year following the 
gathering in Quebec, more than live 
thousand Acadians crowded into the halls 
of St. Joseph's College, Memramcook, 
N.B. At this convention very interest- 
ing papers and addresses were head on 
education, agriculture, colonization and 
kindred subjects. A committee appointed 
to select an Acadian national holiday 
chose (not, however, without strong op 
position) the anniversary of the Assump- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary, the old 
national holiday of France. 

The second convention of the Acadians 
was held at Miseouehe, P.E.I., in 1885, 
As before, all Acadia was found to be 
represented. The choice of the Feast of 
the Assumption as a national holiday 
was confirmed nt this convention, and 
flag, the French tri color, with a star in 
the blue, was adopted as the banner of 
the Acadians, The members of the con 
volition also adopted as a national air the 
Gregorian air of 'Ave Marie Stella,' us- 
ing as words the swift and plaintive 
elegy of Gorin-Lujoie, beginning— 

Un Acadien en-ant, 
Banni de ses foyers, etc. 

Among the results of the convention held 
at Miseouehe may be mentioned the sys- 
tematic teaching of the French language 
in the schools of Prince Edward Island. 

A third general convention was hold in 
1800 at Point de 1'Eglise, St. Mary's Bay, 
N.S. An immense crowd gathered at 
this time from all parts of the Maritime 
Provinces, besides an unexpected delega 
tion of French-Canadians from around 
Montreal. An ode of welcome was pub- 
lished at this time which struck a popu- 
lar chord, in which Evangeline in Heav- 
en was conjured to look down upon the 
children of Grand-Pre, the banished of 
former days, assembled within the pre- 
cincts of their churches to celebrate their 
national holiday. As a result of this 
convention the Acadians of Nova Scotia 
had a college established at that place, 
thus placing themselves on an equality 
with their brethren of New Brunswick. 

Ten years alter the third convention 
during the present week, the fourth con 
vention of Acadians of the Maritime 
Provinces has been held. This time, the 
beautiful town of Arichat, C.B., was 
chosen as the spot for the convention 
This old town, although not as prosper- 
ous as regards trade as it was twenty 
years ago, is still rich in that beaury 
which has made it notable among tin 
many lovely places in Acadia. 

Cape Breton, when; this year's conven 
tion was held, is believed by many, espec 
(ally the inhabitants, to have been tlu 
first land touched by the Cabots. and as 
the first part of America to hi' discov 
ed. This, however, is a matter on which 
opinions differ. The Cabots were com 
missioned by Henry VIII. of England 
and are supposed to have landed in June. 
1407, on Cape Breton, between Main a 
dieu and Baleine, in sight of the Island 
of Scatarie. 'una isla grade que esta par 
dha tierra,' as the old report says. In 
June, 1807. the Royal Society of Canada 
met at Halifax to celebrate tiie four linn 
dreth anniversary of this event, and on 
June 25 of that year an engraved bronze 
tablet was unveiled with much ceremony 
and many speeches. It was eonnnomor 
ative of the landing of the Cabots and 
was placed in the parliament buildings. 
It is in virtue of the explorations of the 
Cabots that England lias always claimed 
Cape Breton. Acadia and the whole of 
Canada as her [wssessions by right. wliih 
France claimed the possessions by virtue 
of the discoveries of Verazzanoi in 1524, 
and of Jacques Cartier in l. r vl, r >. 

Arichat. where the convention was held 
is a small seaport situated on Isle Ma 
dame, just off the south coast of Cape 
Breton Island, and is the chief town of 
Richmond county. The town is built on 
the north shore of a large harbor, which 
is capable of sheltering a number of 
the' largest vessels. Isle Madame was 
settled in the eighteenth century by the 
exiles from Acadia, whose descendants 
now', for the most part, are its present 
inhabitants. In 17(10 n French explorer 
who visited Isle Madame found 113 in- 
habitants there, who barely got n living 
out of the sterile soil, and lived for the 
most nnrt by fishing. In closing bis ac- 
count of the visit thin Frenchman said: 
"We quitted this country with no regret, 
except that we must leave there so many 
miserable people." Whntovcr the coun- 
try was then, it is more prosperous now, 
though the chief occupation is still fish, 
tag, the islam? being too sterile for much 
agriculture. This industry was long con- 
nected with the great fishing establish- 
ment on the Isle of ,TerR»v (in the English 
Channel), like those of Oheticnmp. Gasne 
nnd Paspebine. Arichat is indeed the 
chief fishing station between Halifax and 
St. John's, Newfoundland. An Amerl- 
cn lobster factory has long been an oper- 
ation there. The'town has thiec church- 
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es, Roman Catholic, Episcopalian nnd 
Presbyterian, a convent under the charge 
of the Sinters of the Congregation of 
Notre Dame, of Montreal, and a number 
of stores. There is also an English aca- 
demy in the place. The population is now 
about 700, of whom the great majority 
are French-Canadians. To the west of 
the town is tbe settlement of Little Ari- 
chat, near which there are coal deposits. 

And what of Grand-I're, the incon- 
spicuous Acadian village, made hallowed 
ground by the genius of Longfellow, 
though hip fellow Bostoaian, l'arkman, 
Iiiim shown that he was rather ignorant 
and exaggerated in his sympathies, It 
is now, according to a recent visitor, Mr. 
Douglas Sladen, a deep, aromatic mea- 
dow diked in from tin.' basin of Minas 
and its tributary rivers, and rising on the 
land side to a gently sloping horseshoe 
hill, on the declivities of which stand 
what remains of a village. One can still 
trace not a few cellars, more or less filled 
in with loose stones by the present own- 
ers, in tiie hope of winning a yard and a 
half more for cultivation. These sites 
are generally marked by thickets of glori- 
ous wild raspberries, and are found, as a 
rule, near the lines of stunted willows 
planted by the Acadians, and cut down 
in vain by their comiuerors. Down in 
the river meadow is a well, and at the 
hill-foot the debris of a forge. From the 
bottom of this well were dreged a num- 
ber of articles, some of which in all prob- 
ability were (lung into it by Colonel Win- 
slow's New Englanders when they were 
rendering the village uninhabitable for 
the stragglers, who had disobeyed the 
summons to come in. Two well-bucket 
chains, three or four hatchet-heads of an 
old-fashioned pattern, a queer clasp-knife, 
and a knife and fork, undoubtedly old 
1' rench, a bucket handle or two, and the 
like, are the principal relics; nnd they are 
preserved, as they should be, at the house 
of the gentleman who is now 'the wealth- 
iest farmer in Grand-Pre.' The well is 
fondly called 'Evangeline's Well.' 

Grand-Pre is delightfully pretty. 'Fne 
meadow itself, like all Acadian meadows, 
is deep with bay grass, aromatic with 
clover, and glowing with wild llowers; 
above all. marguerites, evening primroses 
and St. John's wort as large as its gar- 
den cousin the rose of Sharon: and there 
are not a few Canterbury bells. 

A PARSON'S PLIGHT. 

Adventures of a New York Clergyman 
Who Knew Not French.

A minister of this city returned from 
Canada this week witli two ideas firmly 
fixed in his mind; one, that his knowledge 
of the French language left something to 
be desired, and the other that there were 
more churches in Montreal than in any 
other city on the coutinnnt — two to one. 
As the minister tells the story, he came 
into Montreal one stormy day last week 
on a steamboat, which was several hours 
over-due. As they reached the dock the 
captain drew the preacher to one side and 
asked his aid in a dilemma in which the 
former found himself. A young woman 
just out of a convent had been placed in 
the captain's charge, nnd he had promised 
to escort her to the boat which would 
take her to her home. Now the captain 
found himself unable to fulfil his promise, 
since, in view of the lateness of his arri- 
val, he must hurry his preparations for 
the return trip. Would the minister 
kindly see the young woman to the boat 
landing, since hie train did not depart un- 
til midnight? The preacher would, only 
stipulating that the transaction should 
be made plain to the lady, since he spoke 
no French and she no English. Agreed, 
nnd the two stnrtcd off for the steamboat 
landing in amicable sHenec. 

"Arrived at the dock in the pouring 
rain," says the preacher. "What was 
my dismay to see the boat's berth vacant 
nnd the dock deserted. Who was to 
break the news to tbe convent girl?" 

The driver was English, so no help was 



to be expected from him, and the dominie 
summoned up his French, intending to 
tell the young woman that the boat had 
gone, and would she go by the train. lie 
confesses, however, that what he did say 
sounded very much like this: "Le batong 
a allay, voulay you allay a la shemin de 
fair?" Kut his fair charge merely shrug- 
ged her shoulders and said: "Jo nc coin- 
prend pas," and in despair the minister 
re-entered the carriage and directed the 
driver to proceed to the railway station. 
As the vehicle turned away from the 
docks the young woman was seized with 
nlnrm. She threw herself around the 
carriage like a mad thing, dashing her 
head against the windows and trying to 
escape from the doors. All attempts 
to pacify her were in vain, and the minis- 
ter called a halt and tried to think what 
to do. It was getting on toward night, 
and a few persons were abroad in the 
rain in the region of warehouses border- 
ing the river. Finally a newsboy appear, 
ed, and as be came abreast of the car- 
riage the minister reached out and seized 
him. demanding; "Can you speak Eng- 
lish?" 

"Yes." 

"French?" 

"Yes," whereupon without more form- 
ality the services of the youngster were 
engaged as interpreter. When the situa- 
tion was explained to the young woman 
she declared that she would by no means 
go by tbe train. Convent-bred girls 
didn't travel par chemin de for unattend- 
ed. Would she then go to a hotel nnd 
await the departure of the boat the next 
day? "Fniler the escort of a strange 
man? Never!" The minister wa.s almost 
in despair. Had she, perhaps, a friend 
in the city'.' The young woman brighten- 
ed. She had a schoolmate whom she hail 
visited. She didn't know the street, but 
there was a church on the corner and she 
was sure she would know it. It was get- 
ting late, but there was nothing else for 
it. so the preacher ordered the cabby to 
drive in turn to all the churches i n the 
city. This was the programme: A halt 
before a church would be made, and the 
minister would assist his charge out. oh>- 
vatiug bis umbrella meanwhile. A few 
minutes' scrutiny and a shake of the head 
ivould follow, and on the party would go. 
Finall. the Jehu came to a full stop, de- 
claring that there werv DO more churches 
that he knew of. Upon second thought, 
however, lie remembered one more, and a 
start was made for it, the unhappy minis- 
ter counting the minutes before the de- 
parture of his train, and wondering what 
on earth he was to do. Fate, however, 
was kind, and when the eye of the lost 
maiden fell upon this last church she 
nodded a joyful assent and ran up the 
steps of the house opposite. As the door 
opened and a familiar face appeared the 
relief from the strain of the long hours 
of distress proved too much for the excit- 
ed young Frenchwoman, and she burst 
into a storm of tears, incoherently trying 
to tell nil her experiences. The preacher, 
in the hour of triumph, felt like a culprit. 
Fortunately, however, a member of the 
household could speak English, aud when 
the facts of the case came to be known 
the minister's danger of missing his train 
was increased by the difficulty of refus- 
ing the proffered hospitality of the grate- 
ful family. It is gratifying to be able to 
state that he caught his train, though, 
well wearied in his services to beauty in 
distress, He has since been heard to say 
that to qualify as a Don Quixote he 
should become an exi>ert linguist.

OUR BELGIAN HARE. 

California's "Babbitries" Which Were to. 
Bring Great Wealth Ato Now 
Closed. 

Less than n year ago, says the Los Ange- 
les correspondent of the New York Sun, the 
entire stale was Belgian hare mad. Fanciers 
were Importing anlmnls and paying exor- 
bitant prices for them; every man with a 
back yard had a sign stretched In front of 
his house with "Ilabbltry" upon It; news- 
papers devoted special Issues to the Indus- 
try, and from every standpoint It promised 
to rival the mineral wealth of California 
a 8 a builder up of magnificent fortunes. 
Now the bubble has broken and the agri- 
cultural and horticultural Interests of Sou- 
thern California are threatened with a ltel- 
glan hare pest. The effort to create a de- 
mand for the hare for food purposes was 
not successful nnd the present market 
prices arc considerably less than ts required 
for food alone and the Industry Is profitless 
and discouraging. It Is for this reason that 
many breeders who have become disgusted 
at the almost utter lack of a market for 
their hares are secretly, and in some eases 
openly, turning them loose to forage on the 
country In order to avoid the expense of 
feeding them. 

The menace In this condition of affairs 
will perhaps be understood better when It 
Is stated that there are probably more than 
100,000 hares In this state at present. The 
Belgian bare Industry in this region has 
been remarkable for Its wonderful growth 
and tbe number of people who have engaged 
In It, and for the startling fecundity shown 
by the hare in this climate. The alluring 
prices obtained for breeding stock by those 
who were early In the business tempted 
thousands to start rabbltries who lacked the 
proper means to care for the stix-k, nnd In 
many Instances no Idea of the cost or labor 
involved. 

For months prices were readily paid that 
were out of all reason. The business as- 
sumed gigantic proportions In this city dur- 
ing the last few months of 1890 and the tirst 
few months of the present year. In Feb- 
ruary a mammoth exposition of rabbits was 
held here at which thousands of animals 
were exhibited which was attended by fan- 
ciers from every part of the country. At 
this exposition it Is said that ?;!S"> was paid 
for a single animal, while, for Imported 
stock as high as .flloO lias been paid In this 
city. Los Angeles became the recognized 
centre of the rabbit Industry, and orders 
were filled from every part of the United 
Stales for Hue specimens for breeding pur- 

itiit the great majority of breeders were 
raising their stock for market purposes rely- 
ing on the statements of glib tongued deal- 
ers that the cost of raising the hare to mar- 
ket size was trifling compared with the Im- 
mense profits that would accrue. But epi- 
cures did not take kindly to tbe hare as 
food. Some of the hotels used to make a 
feature of n Belgian hare part of the menu 
while the winter visitors were here, but the 
high priced market that wns prophesied 
did not occur and the time has long since 
passed when it paid to raise them for 
purely breeding purposes. Of late owners, 
of stock have been willing to trade or sell 
for little or nothing because of tbe feeding 
expense entailed In keeping them. 

The fecundity of the hare In this climate 
Is beyond all expectations of the pioneers 
In the Industry. One rabbit in this city In 
ourtetn months raised 120 young, and there 
are from M>,000 to 75,000 animals in this 
county alone. Not only do they multiply 
at a wonderful rate, but they are hardy and 
will do well In the open. The coyotes and 
wild cats, which are natural enemies to 
the rabbit family, have been nearly exter- 
minated, in years gone the Jack rabbit nnd 
cottontail have been a great menace to 
planters, and It Ib ocly n few years since 
that annual rabbit drives were held nt 
which thousands of the bunnies were round- 
ed up nnd slaughtered.
